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Chris, Portrait of a Cowardly Killer 

With Lynsie Ekelund’s confessed murderer now behind bars, police unveil his chilling confession

gas Station in Santa Clarita—a good hour or so 
north of Orange County—on the day Ekelund 
disappeared. The card was in McAmis’ name. 

Investigators knew he operated heavy 
equipment for his father’s construction 
company. In February 2001, the company 
had been working on a job at LARC Ranch, a 
sprawling rural facility for developmentally 
disabled adults, located in the rugged hills 
of Santa Clarita. Although McAmis’ father 
had told investigators his son wasn’t work¬ 
ing that site, a foreman insisted McAmis had 
been working there throughout the month, 
except weekends. 

“You’re not up there working that day,” said 
Montgomery. “You’re up there for something 
the day she disappeared. That’s a big red flag.” 

Suddenly, McAmis said he might need 
a lawyer. 

“It’s up to you,” Montgomery responded. 

At this point, Angel, who had been silently 
observing the interrogation, spoke up. 
“Nobody likes to be labeled the monster,” he 
told McAmis. “In this case, that’s the way it’s 
pointing. Only you have the other side of the 
story. Nobody is going to be able to speak for 
you. That’s why we’re here now.” 

McAmis took a quick breath and, after a 
decade of lies. Anally confessed to killing 
Ekelund. It all happened, he said, because she 
would have gotten in trouble had she gone 
home late. She insisted on spending the night 
at his Whittier apartment and sleeping in his 
bed. McAmis said he tried to kiss her, but she 
elbowed him in the chest. 

Scorned, he went to the kitchen and began 
gulping vodka. He returned to his room, 
where Ekelund pretended to sleep. “I pulled 
her pants down and tried to put my penis 
inside her,” he said. She grabbed the phone 
and threatened to call the police, he recalled, 
then slammed the receiver across his face. 


O n April 5,2002, Chris McAmis sat in 
a cramped interview room at the Pla¬ 
centia police station. Facing the baby¬ 
faced, 23-year-old Whittier resident with spiky, 
jelled hair was Detective David Douglas, who 
had a few questions about the disappearance of 
20-year-old Fullerton College student Lynsie 
Ekelund. McAmis told the detective that after 
a trip to San Diego with Ekelund and others, 
he’d dropped the victim off near her suburban 
Placentia home in the early-morning hours of 
Feb. 17,2001. 

Douglas wasn’t buying his story. “Did you 
bury her somewhere?” he asked in a soft voice. 

“No,” McAmis responded, maintaining eye 
contact with the detective. 

“If she was dead, do you think you would 
tell me?” Douglas asked. 

Chris nodded his head. 

“Why would you do that?” 

“Because it’s the right thing to do.” 

But McAmis didn’t do the right thing until 
eight years later, when in 2010, he Anally 
confessed to strangling Ekelund and led 
investigators to her bones. Throughout those 
years, because Ekelund was technically a 
missing person, police declined to divulge 
many details about the case, and little was 
known about McAmis, other than that he was 
the last person known to have seen the young 
woman. But with the 32-year-old killer now 
set to begin a sentence of 15 years to life in 
state prison, Placentia detectives granted the 
Weekly access to tapes of McAmis’ interroga¬ 
tion and confession. 

“People said he had a very dark side and he 
was troubled,” says Detective Bryce Angel, who 
was present during the confession. “He had 
some family issues in the past where he may 
have been, at the very least, emotionally abused.” 

Before befriending Ekelund in 2000, McA¬ 
mis had dated Heather Rockwell, who sought 
a restraining order against him after he destroyed several 
toys she had given him, and then spread them across her 
lawn. After one woman he dated dumped him for another 
man, a miffed McAmis set up email accounts under vari¬ 
ous aliases to harass her. “I didn’t have any friends that 
could back me up and say. You shouldn’t have done that, 
Chris,”’ McAmis told police. 

During the investigation, Douglas interviewed a 
21-year-old ex-girlfriend of McAmis, Ivy Kwan, who 
in front of the police maintained a seemingly naive 
demeanor and downplayed questions about her ex¬ 
boyfriend’s temper. “Have you guys thought about other 
possibilities?” Kwan asked detectives when they told her 
they suspected McAmis of murdering Ekelund. “Maybe 
[Lynsie] got kidnapped after she was dropped off.” 

Later, detectives put Kwan and McAmis in the same 
room. “Listen, baby, they have no evidence whatsoever,” 
she told him, seemingly unaware of the hidden camera. 
“The only thing they can do to take you to jail is manipu¬ 
late you to say you did it.” 

For eight more years, McAmis continued to deny kill¬ 
ing Ekelund. Then, Placentia police enlisted the help 
of Orange County district attorney investigator Larry 
Montgomery, a clever and meticulous cold-case investi¬ 
gator. On Oct. 27, 2010, Placentia police arrested McAmis 


at his Fullerton home and took him to the Fullerton 
police station, where Montgomery, a slender man with 
well-coifed white hair and a business suit, was waiting in 
an 8-foot-by-lO-foot room. 

Angel brought a handcuffed McAmis into the room. 

Now overweight, with thinning, gray-flecked hair, McAmis 
sat with slumped shoulders, occasionally uttering a loud 
grunt, as if to clear his throat. Montgomery took the sus¬ 
pect back to the night of Ekelund’s disappearance. McAmis 
had previously told police that because he dropped Eke¬ 
lund off two houses away from her home, someone else 
could have kidnapped her. 

‘You didn’t walk her to her front door,” Montgomery 
reasoned. “That could be true. Most guys would make damn 
sure she got home. But that could be you. [But] it’s a red flag.” 

However, Montgomery told McAmis, investigators 
had looked at footage captured by a bank security-cam¬ 
era across the street from Ekelund’s house, and what it 
saw—or failed to see—suggested McAmis was lying. “In 
fact, your truck did not go by that night,” Montgomery 
said. “It wasn’t there.” 

McAmis had insisted that, after dropping off Ekelund, 
he’d gone back to his house in Whittier and promptly fell 
asleep. But Montgomery produced damning evidence to 
the contrary: a credit-card transaction totaling $33.08 at a 


“Being drunk, it enraged me,” McAmis told police. “It 
set me on Are. I grabbed her, threw her onto my bed, got 
her into a headlock. I just thought she was going to pass 
out, and I ended up killing her.” 

Police believe McAmis may have kept Ekelund’s 
corpse, which stiffened with rigor mortis, in his apart¬ 
ment for up to two days. Eventually, he wrapped her 
in a green blanket, carried her down the stairs of his 
second-floor unit and loaded her into the extended cab 
of his pickup. He told police he bumped her head as he 
hurriedly put her in the vehicle. At the Santa Clarita con¬ 
struction site, he dug her grave using a skip loader; then, 
after driving his truck into the meadow, he unloaded and 
dumped her body into the hole during his lunch break. 

Until his arrest two years ago, McAmis occasionally 
granted interviews. In 2003, he met with documentary 
filmmakers about Ekelund’s disappearance. Sitting on 
a couch next to ex-girlfriend Kwan, he maintained his 
innocence. The 40-minute segment never aired, but just 
before the sound cuts out, a cheerful Kwan came chill¬ 
ingly close to describing the actual murder. 

“There’s so many people abducted,” she insisted. ‘You 
say they’re missing. But they could be raped and buried 
in a mountain. How the hell could anyone And them?”

Sheila Schuller 
Coleman takes her 
family’s legacy from 
the splendor of the 
Crystal Cathedral to 
an Anaheim hotel 


T he OCeeker loves him some 

irony. And who does irony better 
than the Almighty? 

Consider this, ye heathen: Sheila 
Schuller Coleman, former leader of the 
Crystal Cathedral in Garden Grove, the 
iconic megachurch founded by her father, 
Robert H. Schuller, is now preaching 
to 100 or so believers at Hope Center of 
Christ at the Anaheim Marriott Suites. 
They meet in the Crystal Ballroom. 
Hope Center gathers in a meeting hall 
with taupe, faux-finish walls and a many- 
hued carpet belched from a 1980s video- 
game arcade. Per evangelical protocol, a 
camera stood in the middle of the rows of 
chairs to livestream the proceedings. Upon 
the little stage rested a pulpit, from which 
Schuller Coleman opened the service: “And 
I can tell you that if you came here today 
and you need hope, you need to know that 
God loves you. If you need to be healed, it 
all begins with praise and worship.” 

Following a quick prayer, we lit into 
some praise, led by a mostly female choir 
fronted by Debbie McClendon Smith, 
who reminded The OCeeker of Donna 
Summer. McClendon Smith worked 
hard for the money, hyping the congrega¬ 
tion with a call-and-response during the 
rockin’ anthem "You Are Good." 

McClendon Smith would exalt, “Lord, 
you are good!” 

And the congregation would respond, 
“All the time!” 

Word. Mostly white and Latino fami¬ 
lies and couples, they stood on their feet 
and lauded the Lord, many clapping 
along as the choir, peopled with some 
honey-licious dames, shouted praises to 
The Savior. 

Now, every congregation has that 
sincere brother or sister who seems to 
have injected him- or herself with praise 
steroids before knocking on heaven’s 
door. At Hope Center, it was a short, old 
lady who, from a distance, appeared to 
be a distant relative of Mother Teresa, 
decked all in white, with a long, purple 
shawl hanging from her neck. She’s what 
the OCeeker likes to call the Woodstock 
Worshipper. In a series of hippie dances, 
she spun round and round, thrusting her 
hands heavenward, then pulling them 
down, as though she were catching flies— 
or angels. While her words focused on 
God, her praise moves screamed, “Hey, 
everybody, look at meeeeee!” Schuller 
Coleman, dressed in black slacks and a 
black jacket that covered a green shirt, 
got her praise on next to the elderly saint. 

As the OCeeker pondered what it must 
be like to be a sleepy tourist awakened 
by the sanctified racket, he was suddenly 
distracted by another legend of church 
sanctuaries: Neurotic Soundboard Guy. 
At Hope Center, Neurotic Soundboard Guy 
was a middle-aged man who resembled

Neurotic Soundboard Guy was standing on 
his chair, conducting the choir from about 
90 feet away, or scampering up to the front 
of the stage, waving his hands wildly, while 
McClendon Smith kept her composure in 
the storm of praise. At one point. Neurotic 
Soundboard Guy decided it was proper 
to boogie up to a monitor and fiddle with 
it while everyone pretended they weren’t 
seeing a crazy man in a crazy suit, doing a 
bunch of crazy-making. 

The song portion having ended, Schuller 
Coleman took to the pulpit again. She prayed 
and read a Psalm. She said the church loves 
strong, believes strong and forgives strong. 
“Right, Michael? Michael knows it.” 

What the hell did you do, Michael? 

Then it was time for the offering. 
Schuller Coleman pointed out the church 
has brought in $20,000 more than it has 
spent in the first few weeks of the church 
plant. She said a lot of the money hasn’t 
yet been banked because it is waiting for 
a tax-identification number; she politely 
asked that folks give in cash, if possible, 
until then. Offerings were pitched into 
what appeared to be potato-chip bowls. 

The Reverend Jim Penner delivered 
the sermon. A sharp-dressed man, tall 
and handsome, with short, dark hair and 
a car dealer’s grin, Penner broke him off 
some verses about the prayer of Jabez, 
found in 1 Chronicles 4:9-10. 

In an upbeat spirit, Penner broke the 
verses down in a 20-minute message, 
teaching us how to “position our hearts” 
for answered prayer, comparing Jabez’s 
words with the Lord’s prayer. 

“He didn’t say bless me with a Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz,” Penner said, the way the 
Schullers have long preached, explaining 
that when we pray like Jabez, we take the 
handcuffs off our prayer life. 

The OCeeker gave the sermon a C for its 
pleasantness, but it felt like a lot of work 
goes into getting God to do stuff. And the 
OCeeker couldn’t help but ponder the 
answered prayer of a man who hadn’t led 
such a godly life: “Lord, remember me 
when you come into your kingdom.”

OFTHE SANTA ANA ELKS, FOUGHTTHE LODGE 

ANDTHE LODGE WON

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It's as though all the world's grandparents have 
gathered in this crusty, muggy hall. The air smells 
of old person's cologne and stale popcorn, with 
the occasional sniff of secondhand smoke 
whenever the door to the patio opens. 


Tucked between Main and First streets in Santa Ana 
and decorated with ancient elk heads mounted on lay¬ 
ers of beige paint covering blocks of graffiti, Elks Lodge 
No. 794—the county’s most venerable at 110 years old, 
considered the “mother lodge” of the 11-lodge Orange 
Coast District of the Elks—slumps next to a dilapidated 
Saddleback Inn and across the street from the Santa 
Ana Zoo. A steady stream of Latinos, none of them 
members, walks or drives by the lodge. The parking lot, 
which needs a paving job, seems to be a resting spot for 
old-timers and their motor homes. A little brown secu¬ 
rity tower stands in the middle of the lot, with a fake 
brown owl faithfully scaring away pests. 

On this night, the lodge pulses with a mix of elderly 
people. Mexican families sit next to old white couples 
at the long folding tables that line the sage-painted hall. 
Pacific Islanders take their place among them too, and 
Asian elders are seen chatting with one another in their 
native tongues. An old black man sits alone near the 
stage, where a reddish-orange curtain is drawn back 
to make room for the night’s entertainment: Monday- 
night bingo. 

The convivial, celebratory mood belies the fact that 
just five months ago, this very building was the scene 
of the most heated ruckus in the recent history of the 
Santa Ana Elks, when the lodge’s former exalted ruler, 
Ray Estrella—a 71-year-old, retired, bank senior vice 
president—confronted fellow Elk Dan Fernandez with 
an explosive allegation of sexual harassment. 

A well-connected figure in the community who once 
worked as a community-relations aide to Governor 
Ronald Reagan and served as part of the Orange County 
Hispanic Chamber of Commerce, Estrella had hoped 
to turn around the struggling lodge, which he joined 
in 2000. He has seen its numbers shrink from 4,000 
members to fewer than 1,500, he says. When Estrella 
brought his accounting skills and leadership qualities 
to the office of exalted ruler in 2010, he embarked on 
a five-year plan to re-energize the lodge by bringing 
in new members through outreach efforts to veterans 
groups and young Latinos, as well as hosting powwows 
for Native Americans. 

But the lodge was already in disarray, with a lack of 
accountability among high-ranking Elks, according to 
Estrella. Roughly $2.5 million comes though the lodge 
each year from bar sales and outreach events, as well as 
the rent it charges various groups to use the facilities. 
But with weekly financial reports routinely revealing 
red numbers, Estrella puzzles over where all the money 
is going. 


Then there was the labor abuse, political backstab- 
bing and nepotism, all of which are destroying what 
should be a benign brotherhood of military veterans 
and crusty old cusses looking to share a beer, he says. 
Despite his efforts to reform the Santa Ana chapter 
of the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks of the 
United States of America, Estrella faces expulsion from 
the national organization. 

There are even rumblings coming out of the lodge 
that his time as exalted ruler may be expunged from 
the record books. “The membership doesn’t know [any¬ 
thing],” says Estrella. “They know what they’re told. I 
made the mistake of trying to have full disclosure.” 

CHARLES ALGERNON SIDNEY VIVIAN was 

born into a clergyman’s family on Oct. 22,1842, in 
Exeter, Devonshire County, England. As an adult, he 
became a successful dancer and singer in London 
before immigrating to New York City in November 

1867. There, Vivian led a group of theater performers 
who gathered on the Lord’s Day to party—to spite the 
city’s blue laws. The group called itself the Jolly Corks, 
a nod to a Vivian routine in which he used a cork trick 
to dupe new members into buying rounds of alcohol. 

According to Elks lore, when a Jolly Corks member 
died just before Christmas in 1867, the group assisted 
the member’s wife and children, who had been left 
broke. With a vision to help more people in need, the 
performers formed the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, with Vivian elected as head, on Feb. 16, 

1868. Their numbers swelled as members put on ben¬ 
efits and held social gatherings, touting the lodge wher¬ 
ever they went, and the New York State Legislature 
eventually gave them the authority to form a Grand 
Lodge to oversee chapters across the United States. 
When a charter for the Grand Lodge was issued. Elks 
founders formed Lodge No. 1 in New York on March 
10,1871. According to the organization’s Chicago-based 
headquarters, the Elks now boast 2,034 lodges and 
more than 869,000 members nationwide. 

Estrella joined the Santa Ana Elks 12 years ago at the 
invitation of a business colleague. Within months, he 
was asked to run for lecturing knight, one of the lodge’s 
top posts; he won the campaign. After a four-year hiatus 
from the lodge, due to a hectic work schedule, Estrella 
returned, rising to the elected position of exalted ruler, a 
title he held from March 2010 to April 2011. 

During that time, Estrella sought to establish 
programs for young people and to reach out to the 
entrenched Latino neighborhood By the time he left. 


however, Estrella and a group of Latino Elks had grown 
disillusioned with the organization over failed attempts 
to reform policies and prepare the lodge for the future. 
Longtime members and high-ranking officers—old 
white men one and all—dismissed him and other 
Latino members who were trying to bring the lodge out 
of the stone age as members of “the Mexican Mafia.” 

Estrella’s clash with the old guard finally reached a 
climax at the lodge’s Dec. 20, 2011, meeting, at which 
time he was serving as a trustee. At first, Estrella sat 
patiently, listening to committee reports. Then Estrella 
asked Dan Fernandez, his replacement as exalted ruler, 
for permission to approach the microphone. As two of 
the relatively few Latino members of the lodge, Estrella 
and Fernandez had struck up a friendship over the 
years, but increasingly, the former viewed the latter 
as a figurehead of the old-school Elks who was being 
groomed to stymie his efforts to reform the lodge. 

Nobody, least of all Fernandez, was prepared for 
what Estrella announced—serious allegations had been 
made against Fernandez, a stocky, mustachioed man 
in his early 60s. Without explaining what those allega¬ 
tions were, Estrella demanded an investigation. This 
won an immediate rebuke from the meeting’s presiding 
judge, who, Estrella says, screamed at him, telling him 
he was out of order. Finally, a lodge trustee asked for 
the matter to be tabled. 

As Estrella walked away from the microphone, 
another lodge member asked what the allegations 
were about. Estrella responded—sexual harassment of 
a guest—and sat down. Another member asked if the 
harassment was against a man or a woman, at which 
point the meeting erupted into chaos, with several 
members shouting at Estrella, calling him a liar. 

But Estrella wasn’t lying. One lodge member who 
asked to not be named had indeed filed a formal com¬ 
plaint against Fernandez with the lodge’s House Com¬ 
mittee, alleging that on Nov. 8, 2011, he and three other 
witnesses saw Fernandez sexually harass a female 
guest who had volunteered to play “Taps” at the lodge 
for a Veterans Day observance. 

The member—who was suspended in March after 
Fernandez filed a complaint against him, claiming 
the member had maliciously and falsely maligned 
him—says he introduced the woman to Fernandez in 
the lounge. Soon after, he says, Fernandez kissed her 
inappropriately and touched her breasts. Two other 
witnesses signed letters saying they saw an intoxicated 
Fernandez approach the woman, who was “already 
very uncomfortable by his presence.” 

“He stood at her left side, and after the introduction, 
he reached around her with both arms and gave her a 
long and tight hug while giving her a lingering kiss on 
the cheek,” one witness stated. “Then he was facing her 
left side, so he didn’t reach his head around hers for a 
quick peck on the cheek but a straight long kiss on her 
check [sic].” According to the witness, Fernandez “ran 
his right index finger across her name tag slowly with 
pressure and asked what the tag meant.” 

The Weekly was unable to interview Fernandez, who 
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lives in a mobile-home park near the 
lodge. He did not respond to messages 
left at his home or the lodge. 

But a series of Elks documents and 
emails obtained by the Weekly reveals that 
Fernandez’s partying proclivities were 
hardly the most toxic aspects of the Elks 
Lodge that Estrella found himself pitted 
against. There was also abuse of kitchen 
staff, missing money, and the replacement 
of off-duty police officers with unlicensed, 
untrained security guards. 

To this day, little has been done about 
any of those issues, says Estrella. Explains 
the former exalted ruler, “We have a his¬ 
tory of cover-ups.” 

BETWEEN BITES of breakfast at a 
Denny’s in Anaheim, Estrella, a full- 
blooded Yaqui Indian with short, gray 
hair and a paunchy midsection, speaks 
with a quiet authority as he sits at the 
middle of a table surrounded by Elks. 
Indeed, Estrella—who served in the U.S. 
Army for more than 16 years, earning 
the rank of warrant officer in the Special 
Forces—seems at ease holding court, 
whether it be in a restaurant or a frac¬ 
tious fraternal lodge. 

“I thought [joining the lodge] was a 
good idea,” Estrella says. 

And it was, in the first few years of his 
tenure. Even now, he recommends people 
join the lodge if they are looking for new 
friends and a fraternal order that helps 
the community through charitable out¬ 
reach, with scholarship programs playing 
a prominent role. Under the right leader¬ 
ship, he says, a lodge can do wonders for 
the community. 

But along with a soft spot for good 
deeds comes a veteran’s fighting spirit. 
“The thing is,” he says, “I don’t take shit 
from anyone.” It was with that kind of 
resolve that Estrella took leadership a 
decade after joining, quickly realizing 
that things were a mess. That, at least, 
was the conclusion of an outside accoun¬ 
tant’s audit. In a June 22, 2010, letter to 
the lodge’s audit committee, just months 
after Estrella was elected exalted ruler 
and began to review the lodge’s finances. 
West Covina-based Glenda H. Gow iden¬ 
tified what she called “significant defi¬ 
ciencies” in the organization’s internal 
controls, saying its assets were exposed to 
“high risk of losses.” 

Among her findings: There was no 
adequate documentation to support the 
sales from bingo operations or segrega¬ 
tion of duties to provide checks and bal¬ 
ances. The bingo operation had a change 
fund aggregating $2,300 that was not 
accounted for in the leading knights’ 
books of accounts. There were no writ¬ 
ten policies and procedures for physical 
inventory count, ordering, issuing and 
safekeeping processes. There were no 
records maintained to track all inven¬ 
tories—including the bar, liquor and 
kitchen—at any given time. The people 
ordering, receiving and counting inven¬ 
tory were all the same individuals. Lotto 
sales were not always rung up. The daily 
sales/deposit summary was not properly 
supported by the right documentation or 
audit trail, including sales from special 



events or functions. Banquets were not 
supported with contracts. Dining guests 
walked out on their bills. 

Gow recommended several fixes, and 
Estrella, as exalted ruler, set about trying 
to implement them. Later, as a trustee, he 
says, he discovered that Fernandez had 
replaced off-duty Santa Ana police officers, 
who had been providing security at lodge 
events, with employees of a security com¬ 
pany run by a woman related to Fernan¬ 
dez’s wife. According to Estrella, all of the 
guards, with the exception of the woman’s 
boyfriend, were untrained, unlicensed and 
uninsured, but they were nonetheless paid 
$35 per hour. They worked at lodge events 
for at least five months and billed the Elks 
more than $6,000, Estrella says. 

Estrella went to lodge leaders, he says, 
including Norm Fisher, the house commit¬ 
tee chairman, but was continually stone¬ 
walled. When he asked human resources 
to provide information about the security- 
guard company, Estrella says, he received a 
guard card with 99 percent of the informa¬ 
tion redacted and only the guard’s name 
showing, plus a 
blank invoice. 

Butin 
a Nov. 22, 

2011, email to 
Estrella, Arthur 
Echternacht, a 
former Santa Ana 
Police Depart¬ 
ment officer and 
high-ranking Elks 
official, claimed the

Still, Estrella claims he confronted Fer¬ 
nandez at a lodge meeting later that same 
night, handing him a letter asking why 
the lodge was using the security company. 
According to Estrella, Fernandez just 
glared and turned his back on him. 

After the meeting, Estrella approached 
Fernandez once more, asking him to read 
the letter and respond within a week. 
Estrella recalls that Fernandez became 
angry and aggressive, telling him he had 
no intention of reading the letter, that 
Estrella had no business asking any¬ 
thing of him and that, as the lodge’s new 
exalted ruler, he didn’t have to justify his 
actions to anyone. 

At that point, Estrella says, Fernandez 
got nearly chest-to-chest with him, and 
when Estrella said there could be conse¬ 
quences for his actions, Fernandez told 
him to “bring it on.” 

The next day, 

Estrella received 
an email from 
Echternacht, 
which held 


the subject line “Security Guards.” Ech¬ 
ternacht told Estrella that he understood 
his frustration over not receiving support 
in the matter. “Ray, if you really want 
to support me in my year as president, 
please use your energy in trying to see 
what we can do about the financial disas¬ 
ter in our lodge at this time,” Echternacht 
wrote, adding that he considered the 
security-company case closed. 

Echternacht declined a request to be 
interviewed for this story. 

MONEY MATTERS aside, Estrella 
says, he was also determined to overcome 
what he saw as a legacy of racism that 
had plagued the lodge, which, he says, 
remains about 85 percent white and 15 
percent Latino, despite being based in the 
one of the most overwhelmingly Latino 
cities in California. 

With membership bleeding and the 
lodge suffering what he says was a lack 
of vision, exalted ruler Estrella saw an 
obvious solution: reach out to Latino 
families in the surrounding community. 
He opened the lodge for quinceaneras, 
which, he says, brought in up to $20,000 
per event. When Santa Ana Mayor Miguel 
Pulido called and said he was looking for 
a place to host a breakfast for the sister 
of Mexican President Felipe Calderon, 
Estrella didn’t hesitate to offer the lodge; 
roughly 125 people attended the event. It 
created goodwill and extended the lodge’s 
network in the community. 

“I probably got three or four quincea¬ 
neras out of it,” he says. 

The reaction from the lodge was as 
predictable as it was ugly. According to 
Estrella, one member whined, “Pretty soon, 
we’re going to have the Mexican fiag fiying 
out front.” The enmity between many white 
and Latino Elks is most pronounced when 
it comes to the kitchen and serving staff, 
Estrella claims, with workers often referred 
to by white members as “Mexicans” and 
“wetbacks.” According to Estrella, the 
staff logged several hours of overtime each 
week, often unpaid, in a work environment 
he likens to that of a prison. 

“There’s been constant abuse,” he says, 
adding that Sue Kay, the lodge’s club man¬ 
ager, has laid off club staff under the guise 
of cutting labor costs, but she has hired 
six new employees, five of whom, he says, 
are either related to her or Fernandez and 
his wife. (Kay did not respond to an inter¬ 
view request). In a November newsletter 
to the lodge, Fernandez wrote about the 
staff changes in the kitchen and bar of the 
club, saying the remaining staff was in 
support of the decisions. “Just to give you 
an example, our cooks are working extra 
hours before their shifts washing dishes 
and helping where they can,” Fernandez 
claimed, with no sense of irony, given he’d 
just confirmed the overtime violations. 

The situation boiled over when a 
76-year-old Latino—a loyal knight and 
good friend of Estrella—visited the office 
of a lodge chef, also Latino, on the eve¬ 
ning of Dec. 6, 2011. 

To an outside observer, such a visit 
would seem innocuous, but according to 
Estrella and others, there had been an 
unspoken rule that lodge leaders were 
not allowed to visit the kitchen. In a Dec. 

7 human-resources complaint, the chef 
alleged that the loyal knight (who refused 
to be interviewed) intimidated him dur- 
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ing the visit, asserting that he thought the 
loyal knight “might know karate because 
of his gestures.” 

Based on that document, the loyal 
knight was banned from the kitchen and 
had his membership suspended. Amaz¬ 
ingly, that’s not where the kitchen ker¬ 
fuffle ends. In February, the chef signed a 
notarized statement that he was forced to 
sign the document containing the charges 
against the loyal knight because he was in 
fear of losing his job. The loyal knight, “in 
no occasion, has neither mistreated nor 
threatened me ever in the years we have 
known each other,” the chef claimed. 

According to the chef, what actually 
happened was that Fisher, the lodge’s 
house committee chairman, had walked 
into the office “very agitated and angry,” 
demanding to know why the loyal knight 
was in his office. The next day, accord¬ 
ing to the chef, he was taken to a meeting 
attended by Kay, Fisher and representa¬ 
tives from human resources, at which 
time they pressured him into signing 
charges. (Fisher did not respond to 
requests for comment.) 

The loyal knight claimed the charges 
were baseless. “These people have 
brought me great pain and suffering on 
both an emotional and health basis,” 
he wrote in documents for an appeal 
hearing. “I am under doctors [sic] care 
for shingles. My doctor states that this 
because of the emotional strains that I 
am under. I have engaged an attorney to 
assist me in defending me, and to also 
hold the persons involved in this matter 
personally liable for their actions.” 

THE PHONY spat between the Latino 
chef and loyal knight was, of course, just 
a sideshow compared to the real one 


between Estrella and Fernandez. After 
Estrella went public with the sexual 
harassment allegations against Eernandez 
at the December 2011 lodge meeting, Eer¬ 
nandez filed complaints with the lodge 
against Estrella, calling for him to be 
either expelled or suspended for at least 
six months and up to three years. 

Although Eernandez didn’t respond to 
an interview request, in his complaints 
against Estrella, he dismissed the allega¬ 
tions against him as false. “These three 
witnesses have never revealed them¬ 
selves, and the alleged victim has never 
come forward,” he said. 

Eernandez’s side of the story is that he 
was “pointing to a female lodge guest’s 
military medals, asking what that particu¬ 
lar medal was representing,” and that his 
wife was nearby as he did so. When he 
left, Fernandez added, he “thanked the 
female guest for being part of the veter¬ 
ans program and gave her a gentle hug 
and a slight kiss on the cheek, all of which 
was welcomed by the female guest and 
not at all offensive to the guest.” 

According to Fernandez, the lodge mem¬ 
ber who filed the harassment complaint 
knew the allegation was false and therefore 
“defamatory.” Based on Fernandez’s March 
6 complaint, the Elks suspended the mem¬ 
ber for one year. The lodge member has 
appealed the suspension. 

In another written complaint against 
Estrella, Fernandez claimed that Estrella 
knew it would be slanderous to mention 
the alleged sexual harassment in front of 
the lodge members present at the Decem¬ 
ber meeting and that, prior to the meeting, 
the presiding judge had told Estrella to 
not say an5l;hing because it was slander¬ 
ous and hearsay. Eernandez also claimed

that neither the victim nor the witnesses 
were named in the allegations against 
him, that the whole thing was a scheme 
cooked up by Estrella to purposely dis¬ 
credit him and “drag his name through the 
mud on the floor of the lodge.” 

But others have come forward to 
accuse Fernandez of sexual harassment. 

According to incident reports filed 
with human resources, Fernandez alleg¬ 
edly harassed several women on the night 
of July 31, 2010. One alleged victim said 
she sat next to Fernandez and he pulled 
her chair closer to him. “He put hands all 
over,” she wrote. “I pushed him away.” 

Another witness described Fernandez as 
drunk. “He was going up to the girls ... all 
night,” the witness claimed. “He was hug¬ 
ging them. He was in a kissing mode.” 

The witness added that Fernandez 
was trying to kiss a woman on the cheek 
while they were in the bar area. “He 
touched her on the butt,” the witness 
stated. “He kept trying, saying, ‘Come 
on, come on.’ He wouldn’t take no for an 
answer. He kissed her on the cheek. She 
Anally got away.” 

The witness also stated that during her 
shift, Fernandez went to “kiss me on my 
cheek and lips. I turned to [sic] my cheek. 
It happened again later. I had to keep 
setting my boundaries, like ‘no.’” The 
informant concluded that she now under¬ 
stands “not to hang out with Elks. They 
have a reputation for drinking.” 

In another report, titled “Verbal 
Threats,” a witness claimed that when 
Fernandez asked for a drink at one point, 
the bartender said they were closed, told 
Fernandez he was drunk and to finish 
his drink. Fernandez then allegedly said, 
“Since when do you tell us?” and “Why 
don’t you come to this side of the bar?” 
According to the report, those present 
called for Fernandez to stop. 

Ironically, in a separate report titled 
“Verbal Abuse,” Fernandez tried to defend 
himself against the allegations, but in doing 
so, he acknowledged harassing a bartender 
who was trying to close the bar at II p.m. 

“I just asked why he closed it down,” Fer¬ 
nandez wrote. “I did not get the ‘last call.’ 

I gave him a ‘little harassment.’ He said, ‘I 
quit.’ He always locks the front and side 
doors at 9 to 10. He acts like it was his bar.” 

Continuing to defend himself, Fer¬ 
nandez filed another complaint against 
Estrella, claiming the former exalted 
ruler defamed him by emailing “unjustifi¬ 
able and untruthful charges” against him 
to lodge members. In one email, Estrella 
wrote that the danger to the lodge is not 
so much Fernandez, but rather a mem¬ 
bership capable of entrusting an “inexpe¬ 
rienced man” like him with the position 
of exalted ruler. 

“It will be far easier to limit and undo 
the follies of a Fernandez administration 
than to restore the necessary common 
sense and good judgement [sic] to a flawed 
system willing to allow such a man as its 
leader,” Estrella argued. “The problem is 
much deeper and far more serious than 
Dan Fernandez, who is a symbol of an out¬ 
dated process which had no checks or bal¬ 
ances, yet allows persons with flawed mor¬ 
als and character to assume leadership.” 
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Fernandez isn’t the only one who has 
filed complaints against Estrella. Four oth¬ 
ers, including Fisher, have also done so, 
alleging Estrella made malicious, unjusti¬ 
fiable or untruthful charges against them. 
Fisher alleges that in one email, Estrella 
says Fisher puts “his normal spin on 
things so they don’t appear to be as bad as 
they really are” and that Fisher continu¬ 
ally gives out false information related to 
the lodge’s financial reports. 

Estrella recalls his time in the lodge 
was marked by good deeds punished at 
every turn, a vain fight to do the right 
thing for the future of the Elks, and the 
neighborhood that ignores it like some 
distant, doddering grandparent. With 
the outcome of his possible expulsion 
hanging in the air, Estrella has already 
moved on; he resigned as trustee on Feb. 
25. Despite the fact his archnemesis at 
the lodge is a fellow Latino, he remains 
convinced that racism played an unspo¬ 
ken role in his ouster. “A small group of 
people control the lodge [with] consent 
from the district leadership,” he claims. 
“The whole thing was racist.” 

Some of his friends from the lodge have 
transferred to other chapters or quit the 
Elks altogether. “I love Elkdom,” Estrella 
says, and it’s clear he hasn’t yet come to 
terms with everything that’s happened. 

“It broke my heart to walk away.” 

BACK AT the Elks Lodge on bingo 
night, the little hopper of balls sits 
silently on the stage, beneath the caller’s 
perch and between two large boards, on 
which, in a matter of moments, electronic 
numbers will light up, flashing rays of 
hope into hundreds of hearts. Gaudy 
chandeliers hang above the crowd; a 
green carpet held over from some dead 
era spreads beneath them. With jackpots 
in their eyes, the gray phalanx of bingo 
players is settling into its seats, stuffing 
its faces with the mini-buffet’s lasagna 
and mashed potatoes; more frugal mouths 
masticate homemade sandwiches. 

They prepare their bingo sheets, 
silently hoping the gods of gambling will 
bless them with good fortune during 
rounds of “Corner Stamp,” “Crazy Kite” 
and “Hardway.” An Elk in a blue shirt 
with etched gold lettering that reflects 
the lodge’s name and number alights the 
bingo caller’s perch and announces the 
first game of the night, “The Big Cheese.” 

One of the younger women—white, 
perhaps in her mid-50s, with dyed-black 
hair—gives two unironic thumbs up and 
yells to a friend, “It’s time for bingo!” 

Over the course of the next four hours, 
the steady drone of B4, G46,127, etc. is 
interrupted only by the ecstatic gasps of 
winners shouting, “Bingo!” followed by an 
immediate, echoing murmur of “Ah, shit!” 

Four hours, $20, one Diet Coke, a slice 
of apple pie, and an interminable number 
of “Ah, shif’s later. Bingo Night is over. As 
the last number is called, four ladies who 
appear to be regulars grab their purses. 
Asked if they have ever heard the names 
Ray Estrella or Dan Fernandez, they col¬ 
lectively shrug. 

“No,” answers one, looking puzzled. 

“Hmm,” says her friend. “I haven’t 
heard of them.” 

The women trash their bingo sheets 
and join the stampede for the door.

This Way Comes 


Umami Burger finally opens in OC

Y OU have Adam Fleischman to 

thank for bringing the Japanese 
word “umami” into the main¬ 
stream consciousness. Before he came 
along and started the popular Umami 
Burger chain and secured the word as a 
trademark—something he was allowed 
to do because the US. trademark office 
didn’t realize what the word meant at 
the time—“umami” floated in the ether, 
plucked into use every now and again by 
chefs, cooking shows and food nerds. It’s 
a wonder it took this long for someone 
to capitalize on the mystical fifth flavor, 
the very thing distilled artificially in 
MSG, and naturally occurring in ripe 
tomatoes, cheese and mushrooms. In 
English, the word loosely translates to 
“savory.” But if you uttered “umami” 
to any random person in LA right now, 
they’d likely associate it with Fleis- 
chman’s burger, not the flavor profile. 

If you haven’t heard of Fleischman or 
his chain, you’re about to. Umami Burger 
is poised to break out in unprecedented 
ways for what was initially regarded as 
a hipster brand. There are six locations 
in LA, with about 35 more planned in 
the next three years, including Anaheim 
and Laguna Beach. The first OC location 
opened in the space recently left by the 
great Valhalla Table at the Camp, with 
wait times up to an hour. 

Fleischman does not squander the 
term. Despite not training as a chef and 
not having been to Japan prior to com¬ 
ing up with the concept, he has created 
what’s arguably the most umami-rich 
sandwich per square inch. The burger 
patty is purported to have secret ingre¬ 
dients that amp up the umami quotient. 
Perhaps more important is the way the in- 
house grind is cooked—medium-rare, but 
to a browned, crunchy sear in which meat 
meets griddle. It’s also paradoxical in its 
existence: The patty is juicy but inordi¬ 
nately neat, loosely packed, but with a 
structural integrity that holds it together 
just until you take the next bite. The bun, 
a sweet brioche that shines as though it 
has been buffed and waxed, is branded 
with a prominent “U” and toasted 
patiently to crisp its butter-swiped bot¬ 
toms. Only In-N-Out does its buns better. 

Toppings of shitake mushrooms, cara¬ 
melized onions, roasted tomatoes and 
a rigid disc of oven-crisped Parmesan 
cheese go in between—the same roll call 
of ingredients textbooks list as containing 
the highest concentrations of umami. If 
you did your homework as Fleischman 
has, you’d design your umami burger just 
like this. And for the ketchup, he gets 
extra credit. The concoction, which looks 
and smells like regular ketchup, seems 
bionically enhanced, a sensation your 
tongue quickly senses with its height¬ 
ened flavor, an engineered savoriness not 
normally associated with the condiment. 
Yet you know it has nothing to do with its 
sweetness, its saltiness or its sourness: It’s 
all the essence of umami. 

As with the ketchup, nearly everything 
eaten at Umami attempts to manipulate 
your tongue in one way or another. Pulit¬ 
zer Prize-winning critic Jonathan Gold 


got it right when he called Umami the 
first burger chain to utilize modernist 
methods codified by such molecular gas¬ 
tronomists as Nathan Myhrvold. The off- 
menu tater tots are mind-melded with 
crispy cheese. The otherwise-standard 
basket of sweet potato fries is adulterated 
by a shower of brown sugar. For those 
items that appear non-umami-enhanced, 
such as a not-quite-successful attempt at 
tempura onion rings, there are dipping 
sauces to compensate. The best sauce is a 
relatively tame habanero sauce called the 
Diablo, followed by a decent garlic aoili, 
then a house relish that uses kombu, a 
seaweed that harbors more umami. 

There are other advances. Fleischman’s 
ahi burger takes what’s essentially a 
chopped tartare and has it griddle-kissed 
to opaqueness on the outside, then stuffed 
into a bun with components that would 
otherwise join it in a sushi roll, including 
avocado, pickled ginger and wasabi. A 
tandoori chicken burger is very Indian, 
aromatic of curry, the messiest sandwich 
on the menu, oozing black lentil spread 
and crunchy-cool cucumber in tzatziki. 
There’s also the Greenbird, a turkey patty 
that revels in green-colored toppings such 


as avocado, green cheese, and sprouts. 

The latter eats less guiltily than the so- 
called Manly Burger, which flaunts beer- 
Cheddar cheese and lardons. 

If you’re a vegetarian, you walked in 
the wrong door (Native Foods is a few 
yards away), but Umami Burger also hap¬ 
pens to produce a surprisingly excellent 
truffled salad of arugula, beets, almonds 
and ricotta that should convince you to 
stay. But by all means, avoid the vegan 
Earth Burger, whose pasty texture is rem¬ 
iniscent of mushroom-flavored Play-Doh. 

Since you’re already paying upward of 
$12 per burger, the better way to eat is the 
set meals, which also include a starch and 
an alcoholic drink. The best of those is the 
one that comes with the Port and Stilton 
Burger, a wine-and-sandwich combo that 
possesses a yet-uncoined sensation in the 
way a ripe cheese stings your mouth and 
how a goblet of red wine answers it. How 
about we just call this one “a nice dinner”?

S ong Long Bakery is the Little Saigon 
version of Jax Donuts or Norms: a 
standard, one that has stood for so long 
people take it for granted, leaving the 
venue to old-timers who never challenge 
the owners to create something fresh. I've 
passed by Song Long for years, never par¬ 
ticularly interested in trying it, never hear¬ 
ing buzz from my Viet friends about the dive 
other than their fathers spent far too much 
time there smoking cigarettes and downing 
stiff, chilly cafe sua da. 

I finally took the jump a couple of months 
ago and was initially underwhelmed. There 
are only about a dozen banh mis, all 9 
inches long instead of a foot, all squat. The 
wrapped to-go counter options weren't 
many; the boba drinks, an afterthought. But 
Song Long makes up for its shortcomings 
with the best damn banh ml chay (vegetar¬ 
ian) you'll ever taste. It's so savory and 
juicy I thought the staff misplaced my order 
when I looked inside the sandwich to find 
glistening brown chunks of what appeared 
to be sauteed chicken. It was actually 
tofu shaped into meat, glazed with peanut 
sauce, as chewy as any hen. Some folks 
don't like that Song Long puts the sandwich 
in a toaster for a spell for an extra-crunchy 
finish, but I like it: The springiness of the 
baguette gets accentuated, as if you're 
biting into a trampoline that bounces back 
upon your chomp—provided said trampo¬ 
line was in Willy Wonka's factory made 
of wheat instead of rubber and metal. 

The other banh mi choices are fine: 
salty sardines, smoky grilled pork, a 
savory pate. But Song Long is one of those 
Vietnamese bakeries at which the art of 
French-inspired pastries is the true treat, 
and one only needs to eat a couple of 
pate chauds to wish the French occupa¬ 
tion lasted a bit longer. Think of the puff 
pastry as the best pot pie this side of Iowa: 
flaky, buttery, with piping-hot pate in the 
center, swirled so it resembles one of 
those ziggurats-in-progress you remember 
from elementary school. The sweet crois¬ 
sants—almond, strawberry, chocolate, 
raisin—possess a flakiness similar to the 
pate chaud, one almost as delicate as silk. 
The banh cam, sesame seed balls stuffed 
with mung-bean past, is a wholly Vietnam¬ 
ese invention, but their toasty earthiness 
is magnificent. And the nem nuong cuon 
features grilled pork patties that are sur¬ 
prisingly spicy, with shards of egg rolls as 
crunchy as a chicharron. Song Long might 
not inspire crazy Yelp odes, but that's okay: 
That means more for the elders and those 
who know its beaten-down beauty.

Most undervalued ingredient: 

In our yogurt, it’s our team, not a food 
ingredient. I think we have some of the 
best talent in the industry that makes 
the most delicious and innovative frozen 
yogurt. Our flavors are proprietary, and 
we put a lot of thought into each flavor 
and finding the best ingredients. 

How did you come up with the 
Yogurtland concept? 

I created Boba Loca prior to Yogurtland. 
Through that experience, I saw the cus¬ 
tomer’s desire to customize orders and 
thought we could take that idea further. 

I started to offer self-serve frozen yogurt 
in a Boba Loca in Fullerton and received 
such great feedback and results that I 
decided to expand. 

You’re in the U.S., Guam and Mexico. 
What’s next? 

We are expanding quickly throughout the 
U.S. and plan to continue this momentum 
internationally. Up next, Venezuela! We 
get inquiries from around the world, but 
we are very selective. 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 

The Habit Burger. It is product with qual¬ 
ity and value. 


How often do you rotate flavors? 

We launch two limited-time-only flavors 
every month—one sweet and one tart. We 
also produce other new seasonal flavors 
throughout the year. 

Can you explain probiotics and live 
active cultures? 

Our frozen yogurt contains probiotics and 
live and active cultures, just like the cup- 
style yogurt in your refrigerator. They are 
living microorganisms that are associated 
with health benefits and aid in digestion. 
One food you can’t live without and why: 
For 21 years, I lived in Korea. No Korean 
could live without kimchi. 

Where was your most recent meal? What 
did you have? 

I was at Flame Broiler, and I had a beef bowl 
with spicy sauce and white rice—though I 
get brown rice when my wife is around. 
What do you think of people who take pho¬ 
tographs of their food? 

It’s cool. I think you have that passion 
toward the food. I do it, too. I just got 
back from Singapore, Indonesia and 
Korea. I had a few different dishes that I 
took pictures of. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

I think it was in Taiwan. I always enjoy 
going to the traditional markets. I tried 
fried scorpions on a stick and pan-fried 
crickets.

The mustard is there, subtly adding a 
slight head and a slight acidity to the drink, 
but the drink is not mustard-flavored. It's 
slightly sweet, slightly smoky, with a vanilla 
undertone from the woodsy flavor bomb 
that is Angel's Envy, and a savory, almost- 
tannic punch from the mustard. It seems 
trite and cliche to describe a drink as more- 
ish, but there's no better way to describe it; 
having finished one, you will want another, 
possibly a third, at which point you will 
discover why it's not a good idea to drink 
three bourbon drinks in quick succession, 
mustard or no mustard. 

Incidentally, the garnish is as integral to 
the drink as the bourbon; after the garnish 
mysteriously disappeared midway through 
the drink, the mustard flavor became too 
astringent. Leave the cucumber and its 
random-seeming celery seeds in the drink 
until the end, then—assuming you're not 
on a hot date during which you need to 
remain smooth—fish it out and eat it. From 
an April 27 Stick a Fork In It post.

The Anti-Bayless 

Tijuana’s Chucheman Hernandez wows his YouTube 
legions with hilarious cooking clips

U nless you subscribe to the Latino 
package on Dish Network—I 
do!—you may not have noticed 
that Mexico has its own food network: 
Utilisima. The global foodie fever has 
caught on south of the border, introduc¬ 
ing reality-based food programming and 
the concept of chef as celebrity When I 
attended a conference for culinary stu¬ 
dents in Ensenada this past summer, I 
was practically run over by fellow foodies 
trying to get an autograph from one of 
Utilisima’s stars. 

With all the recent U.S. media coverage, 
Baja has become a cross-border super- 
star. The cooking and travel shows taped 
there have featured the top Baja chefs, of 
course, and its legendary street stands, 
with plenty of the dumping and stirring 
associated with cooking shows. As much 
as I love these programs and enjoy taking 
a stab at some of the recipes, I’m far more 
interested in making the Mexican food 
I crave when I’m at home. I’m talking 
about paisa, cabrones, and I thought there 
was no hope out there until I heard about 
a Tijuana home cook named Chucheman. 
You want to put together a downhome 
parrillada overflowing with roasted 
meats, a mean Tijuana-style beef birria, 
or even an authentic pescado zarandeado 
just like they do in Sinaloa? Chucheman 
is your, um, man. 

Chucheman Hernandez, who took his 
name from one of his favorite pastimes— 
getting sweets from chucherias (Mexican 
sweet shops)—was born in Jalisco and 
has cooking in his blood. He learned to 
cook from his mother, who was a taquero 
for three years in Culiacan, Sinaloa. He 
worked in the galley at a San Diego sub¬ 
marine base and was a line cook at the 
Soup Exchange in Chula Vista. 

At first, Hernandez, who has lived in 
Tijuana for the past 24 years, started to 
upload random travel videos to YouTube 
just for fun, until his family and his wife 
(Chuchegirl) encouraged him to do his 


first cooking video. He had created a 
homemade pizza using flour tortillas as 
the crust, Ragu tomato sauce, mozzarella 
cheese, onions, peppers, whole garlic 
cloves, pepperoni and ham; everyone loved 
it so much they thought he should share 
the recipe. It seems as though Chucheman 
knew he was destined for fame—he came 
out from the start with his signature 
tag line, “jRiqmsimo!”—and nowadays, 
he hears people blast him with it at the 
supermarkets, just as Emeril hears fans 
yell, “Bam!” To date, his paisa pizza has 
received close to 375,000 hits on YouTube. 

Chucheman didn’t even realize he was 
becoming famous until he began to be 
recognized throughout Tijuana. He was 
just having fun, even taping a segment in 
which he and his family members were 
opening Coke bottles with spoons to 
watch them shoot across the room like 
bullets. His YouTube page counts more 
than 9.5 million hits. 

Hernandez’s videos on making flour 
and corn tortillas are the best I’ve seen. 

He shows you all the tricks he has picked 
up from the experts at stands through¬ 
out the entire country. The huge traffic 
he receives didn’t go unnoticed; about 
eight months ago, Coriat, a Mexico-based 
kitchen-appliance manufacturer, hooked 
him up with a custom stove, plus some 
funding for ingredients and culinary 
travel. Only in Tijuana can a guy who lives 
in a working-class neighborhood deep in 
the city have a pimped-out stove from a 
fresa company—and he even has his own 
brand of all-purpose seasoning. 

But don’t think Chucheman will ever 
sell out. My favorite video is the one in 
which he shows us how to build a grill 
and rack for spit-roasted kid estilo Mon¬ 
terrey using a blowtorch. Let’s see Rick 
Bayless try that!

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Clash of the Titans 

Superheroes bump superegos in Joss Whedon’s all-star Avengers. Things go boom

t the start of Joss Whedon’s 
long-awaited Marvel superhero 
supergroup flick, The Avengers, 
the Tesseract—a powerful, potentially 
dangerous glowing cube that fell to the 
ocean floor after Captain America (Chris 
Evans) liberated it from the Nazis in his 
movie last summer—is in the hands of 
NASA. The cube starts spewing gamma 
radiation, heralding the arrival of Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston)—brother of demigod 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth) and villain 
of 2011’s Thor—who puts a spell on sci¬ 
entist Eric Selvig (Stellan Skarsgard) 
and S.H.I.E.L.D. agent Barton (Jeremy 
Renner) so they’ll do his bidding. The 
trio escapes with the Tesseract in hand, 
with eye-patched agent Nick Fury (Sam¬ 
uel L. Jackson) unable to stop them. 

With the help of ass-kicking all-purpose 
Girl Friday Natasha Romanoff (Scarlett 
Johansson), Fury gathers a motley crew to 
help wrangle the Tesseract back. There’s 
Tony Stark/Iron Man (Robert Downey Jr.), 
pulled away from Stark Tower, the gaudy 
monument to himself he built to showcase 
a pioneering sustainable-energy source. 
Gamma-radiation expert Bruce Banner 
(Mark Buffalo) is found in Southeast Asia, 
where he tends to the local sick and main¬ 
tains an equilibrium that has prevented 
“the other guy”—the Hulk—from showing 
up for a year. Captain America, frozen in 
a block of ice for 70 years and thawed in 
the present day at the end of his movie, 
serves as the surrogate for the segment 
of the audience walking in cold and des¬ 


perately needing to be debriefed on all of 
the above. Thor, initially unlocatable even 
by S.H.I.E.L.D.’s all-seeing surveillance, 
shows up looking for his brother. 

“These people may be isolated, unbal¬ 
anced, even,” concedes Fury. They’re 
also largely up their own asses, each of 
them lone warriors wary of giving up 
control. Once they’re assembled at Fury’s 
invisible-to-outsiders secret headquar¬ 
ters, Whedon uses the calm in between 
Loki-initiated storms to demonstrate ad 
nauseam that the Avengers just can’t get 
along. As daring as it might seem for the 
biggest superhero movie ever to turn the 
action knob way down for an hour so 
its actors can do some acting, the actual 


material they’re given is as programmatic 
as a bad culture-clash rom-com, trans¬ 
parently meant to tear our heroes apart 
just so they can come back together. One 
scene, in which Thor, Iron Man and Cap 
each whip out their superpowers to show 
the others whose is biggest, amounts to a 
CGI-enabled round of roshambo. 

Writer/director Whedon first showed his 
incredible talent for long-form storytelling 
in TV’s Buffy the Vampire Slayer, infusing 
the fantastic with slowly built, genuinely 
relatable emotion. On The Avengers’ com¬ 
paratively minute canvas of two and a half 
hours, Whedon effectively creates a sketch 
of a working universe and tells us that his 
characters are emotionally damaged but 



doesn’t explore that damage in any substan¬ 
tive way. The most Whedon-esque parts of 
the script are the flippant wisecracks—self- 
satisfied, self-deprecating or somehow 
both—that the fucked-up superheroes toss 
off as knee-jerk self-defense in life-or-death 
situations. What worked as the cool diffu¬ 
sion of stakes in Buffy here underlines the 
lack of suspense to the mission: We never 
get the sense that any of the heroes might 
not survive to snark again. 

Maybe it’s the shock of the new, but the 
most exciting actor here is Buffalo, the 
third star cast as Banner/the Hulk in 10 
years, after Eric Bana and Edward Norton 
proved unprofitable. Buffalo successfully 
refreshes the Hulk myth, playing Banner 
as an adorably bashful nerd-genius who, 
in contrast to the preening hunks on the 
team, knows better than to draw atten¬ 
tion to himself. As a fellow top brainiac 
with dangerously repressed issues. Ban¬ 
ner brings out a measure of complexity in 
Tony Stark that a tired-looking Downey— 
who was revelatory in the first Iron Man as 
someone forced to become part machine 
in order to realize his full human poten¬ 
tial-can no longer muster on his own. 

The four main male Avengers at least 
combine to form a varied gallery of mas¬ 
culine neurosis. The women fare less 
well, with Gwyneth Paltrow’s Pepper 
Potts, who was briefly promoted to CEO 
of Stark Industries in Iron Man 2, given 
just one dialogue scene: Barefoot in cut¬ 
off shorts, she whispers implied sexual 
promises to Tony, and then books it so 
he can get some work done. Johansson, 
reprising her role from Iron Man 2, is the 
only actress given any sort of inner life to 
work with. The Avengers hints that this 
former Russian spy with “a very specific 
skill set” has a complicated backstory— 
sordid and shameful, perhaps, but also 
rife with transformative drama, suggest¬ 
ing an arc that’s much more interesting 
that an 5 l;hing the characters travel here. 

The final act of The Avengers consists of 
an insanely complex action set piece, con¬ 
taining some truly cool visual shit, not least 
the alien army summoned by Loki, which 
arrives in some kind of undulating, inde¬ 
structible, prehistoric flying fish. But really, 
who cares about another battle? We know 
how this is going to end. The long, techni¬ 
cally bravura sequence is given dramatic 
tension only by occasional scraps of dia¬ 
logue, such as a two-line exchange between 
Natasha and Barton over a job they worked 
in Budapest, alluding to the mysterious lives 
they’d all been leading before this movie. 
Then, a few minutes later. Iron Man breaks 
a moment of tension with a homophobic 
wisecrack. Every time the movie hints at 
something rich and evocative, Whedon 
undercuts it with a punch line—his instincts 
as a big-picture stor 5 l;eller crippled by his 
short-term need to please the crowd.

AMERICAN REUNION This latest 
episode in the ongoing American 
Pie saga, handled by the Harold & 
Kumar writer/director team of Jon 
Hurwitz and Hayden Schlossberg, 
brings together the full original cast 
at their 13-year high school reunion, 
as the anticlimactic disappointments 
of the thirties have begun to sink in. 
Onetime band-camp nymphomaniac 
Michelle (Alyson Hannigan) is married 
to Jim (Jason Biggs), but their sex life 
has gone dry since having kids; B-list 
talking-head celebrity Oz (Chris Klein) 
is mismatched with a party girl, a mis¬ 
take that becomes glaring when con¬ 
fronted with old flame Heather (Mena 
Suvari); Stifler (Seann William Scott) 
is in white-collar clip-on-tie purgatory, 
still pining to party like it's 1999. After 
some strained "Remember the time .. 

." callbacks to decade-plus-old gags, 
American Reunion gets comfortable 
and funny as Hurwitz and Schlossberg 
hit familiar marks from unexpected 
angles, while the ensemble interplay 
is "routine" in the best sense of the 
word. The recipe is so durable, and 
the sustained character work—more 
arrested development than develop¬ 
ment—so second skin by now, one can 
imagine the Pie films keeping with the 
dramatis personae through middle-age 
and into the problems of geriatric love. 
American Midlife Crisis? American 
Retirement? American Funeral? Let's 
go!

THE CABIN IN THE WOODS With horror 
comedy The Cabin in the Woods, writ¬ 
ers Joss Whedon and Drew Goddard 
(who also directs) have created an 
intricate design that makes the film 
nearly impossible to talk about without 
giving away surprises. The basic setup, 
the talk-about-able part, and the movie 
ostensibly being sold to audiences, is 
a group of five college kids that goes 
up to a remote cabin in the woods for 
a weekend of hijinks. They are a near¬ 
perfect collection of stereotypes/arche¬ 
types of their genre—the jock, the party 
girl, the nice girl, the joker/stoner, and 
the black guy—each there to subvert/ 
upend expectations. Amid their initial 
bit of partying, they find an assortment 
of creepy paraphernalia in the cellar 
and soon find themselves under attack. 
The poster for the film is a small cabin 
twisted into sections in the manner of a 
Rubik's Cube, correctly implying that the 
story is set someplace more than just a 
simple secluded retreat and that there 
are most definitely people working the 
gears. Whedon and Goddard attempt 
to honor, send up, and advance genre 
conventions simultaneously. Sometimes 
it works. But too often the film wants 
it both ways, trying to make the audi¬ 
ence have a genuine reaction while at 
the same time never letting go of the 
self-conscious acknowledgement of 
how it is leading the audience to that 
response. Cabin does pull off some 
neat tricks of narrative realignment; 
other screenwriters will be impressed. 
But a film created simply for the sake 
of regarding its own genre smarts 
is a hollow vessel. (R) Mark Olsen. 
Countywide. 

CASA DE Ml PADRE Rogue comic Will 
Ferrell recently turned up on an Old 
Milwaukee commercial exclusively 
for the Davenport, Iowa, local market; 
the obvious next career move, then, is 
Casa de Mi Padre, a modern-day tor¬ 
tilla western/telenovela spoof entirely 
in Spanish. Squinting into the middle 
distance with "the eyes of a small 


chicken" and expressively mangling 
hand-rolled cigarettes, Ferrell plays 
Armando Alvarez, dull-witted son of a 
widowed rancher (Pedro Armendariz 
Jr.) whose preferred heir, brother Raul 
(Diego Luna), has turned to drug traf¬ 
ficking, sparking a violent turf war with 
rival dealer Onza (Gael Garcia Bernal). 
There has always been a flamboyant, 
sartorial element to Ferrell's comedy, 
and it's clear that he and director Matt 
Piedmont, a former SNL writer, love 
the melodrama they're parodying: The 
protracted death scenes and abrupt 
musical numbers, the streaming golden 
light, Catholic-Mayan iconography, 
and blood-splattered white roses. 

Casa de Mi Padre riffs freely on impov¬ 
erished production values—phony 
painted backdrops and the reflection 
of the camera crew in a DBA agent's 
sunglasses—but the humor doesn't 
only target south of the border. Like 
any good genre product, Casa also 
smuggles in rude social criticism, as 
when Armando memorably describes 
drug-addicted Americans as "shit¬ 
eating crazy monster babies." (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. AMC Fullerton 20, Fullerton; 
AMC Orange 30, Orange. 

CHIMPANZEE Disneynature's latest 
Earth Day release hunkers down in 
an Ivory Coast rain forest, taming its 
beasts-in-the-wild raw material into 
a family-friendly (though not totally 
sugarcoated) heroes-and-villains 
adventure, as did the brand's previous 
film, African Cats. Ch/mpanzee follows 
energetic young primate Oscar, still 
reliant on his mother, Isha, for food and 
protection. Conflict arrives via a fruit- 
and-nut-based turf war: Local alpha 
male Freddy leads his charges against 
an enemy faction of chimps, headed 
by the sinister-sounding Scar (echoes 
of Mouse House favorite The Lion 
King). During one interclan dustup, Isha 
goes missing, leaving Oscar to fend 
for himself. Strictly from a nature-doc 
angle. Chimpanzee is impressive stuff. 
Directors Alastair Fothergill and Mark 
Linfield get up close as the chimps go 
about their daily routines (grooming one 
another, cracking open nuts, hunting 
monkeys); the filmmakers also nicely 
depict their animal subjects' domain 
through occasional teeming-forest 
time-lapse and sweeping views above 
the canopy. The burden of massag¬ 
ing the natural-habitat footage into 
an intelligible rival-families narrative, 
though, falls to the voiceover script. 
Throughout, narrator Tim Allen shuttles 
between a jokey primer on chimp 
society and a basic play-by-play during 
the more action-packed scenes—the 
constant stream of explanation often 
detracts from the heart-of-the-jungle 
sights and sounds. (G) Benjamin 
Mercer. Countywide. 

ELLES As she prepares for a dinner party 
and fields rude dismissals from her two 
spoiled sons, journalist Anne (Juliette 
Binoche) thinks back on her probing 
interviews for a just-filed French File 
profile of two student-prostitutes who 
cater to a rich "bored husband" cli¬ 
entele. That entering this line of work 
was a conscious decision for the two 
cash-poor young women, both dead-set 
on upward mobility, couldn't be more 
explicit: At one point, freckled Charlotte 
(Anais Demoustier) says she fears you 
can smell it on her—not her last liaison, 
she clarifies, but the housing projects 
where she has just visited her parents; 
when asked about her classes, Polish 
immigrant Alicja (Joanna Kulig) replies 
that she has been studying neoliberal 
economist Greg Mankiw. £//es tracks 
Anne's evolving feelings about her 
subjects' line of work: shock at their 
casual attitude toward it, titillation at 
their descriptions of it, disgust at the 
depravity of the class she belongs to. 


and total revulsion at the realization 
that the indignities inherent in her 
haute housewifery are perhaps not 
so different from the ones Charlotte 
and Alicja face. It's entirely too much 
for co-writer/director Malgoska 
Szumowska to coherently flesh out in 
an hour and a half, especially with so 
much time dedicated just to the state 
of arousal. Getting hot and bothered by 
her flashbacks, Anne smells her hand 
after deshelling a scallop and later 
vigorously masturbates while lying on 
the bathroom floor, trying to keep quiet 
so her kid doesn't hear. (Not Rated)

THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT The 

Five-Year Engagement is as comfy and 
cute as the bunny costume Tom (Jason 
Segel, who co-scripted with director 
Nicholas Stoller) wears at the New 
Year's Eve party where he first meets 
Violet (Emily Blunt). The movie opens 
in San Francisco, on their one-year 
anniversary, the night Tom proposes. 
They postpone the wedding so that 
they can get settled at the University of 
Michigan, where Violet has just been 
accepted to do postdoc research—an 
adjustment period that involves lame 
gags with snow and the lack of classy 
restos worthy of sous-chef Tom's 
skills. While he makes Reubens at 
Zingerman's deli, Violet thrives under 
the academic mentorship of Welsh 
charmer Winton (Rhys Ifans). When her 
postdoc is extended, Tom's deepening 
misery at being stuck in the Wolverine 
State culminates in extracurricular 
drunken kisses, an amputated big 
toe, and the couple's decision to call 
it quits—with about 45 minutes to fill 
before the preordained conclusion. 
Occasionally, the dialogue in The Five- 
Year Engagement might sound like 
something an adult audience member 
has once thought or uttered. "I wanna 
be alone with you here," Tom pouts to 
Violet after they've had a fight, and she 
gets out of bed to respect his request 
for momentary solitude. This fleeting 
acknowledgment of the come-here- 
go-away dynamic of most romantic 
relationships, serves as the film's most 
insightful look at attachment at any 
cost. The rest is much like the dough¬ 
nuts that Violet uses as a key prop in 
a research experiment: stale and not 
good for you. (R) Melissa Anderson.

FOOTNOTE In the first scene of Israel's 
Best Foreign Language Oscar 
nominee. Footnote, Uriel Shkolnik (Lior 
Ashkenazi)—a fortysomething Talmudic 
scholar whose research has earned 
adulation while his sixtysomething 
father's has mostly been ignored— 
accepts an honor with an obliviously 
glib speech built around a childhood 
anecdote about his dad's attitude 
toward his own profession. The camera 
stays on the father, Eliezer (Shlomo Bar 
Aba), for the entirety of the speech, 
his facial expression subtly transition¬ 
ing from discomfort to disdain. Slowly, 
writer/director Joseph Cedar sketches 
in the details of father and son's non¬ 
bond. Eliezer's old-school approach to 
academia is a day-in, day-out study of 
primary documents, while in his eyes, 
his celebrity academic son frivolously 
exploits history as fodder for cocktail 
parties. To another father, Uriel's suc¬ 
cess might be a source of pride; to 
Eliezer, it's an affront to his life's work, 
an embarrassment. The stage thus set, 
a clerical mistake begets an academic 
scandal that, if allowed to come to light, 
would have major repercussions for 
both of the Shkolniks, their personal 
relationship, and the validity of their 
shared profession. Something between 
a comedy of everyday absurdity and a 
family tragedy pushed into the realm 


of the hyper-real. Footnote uses its 
characters' differing relationships to 
authenticity as the basis for an enig¬ 
matic riff on representation. Perhaps 
too enigmatic: Cedar's rigorous formal 
achievement is above approach but 
emotionally distant. Like its elder main 
character. Footnote is something 
to respect and admire, but remains 
cold and unknowable. (PG) Karina 
Longworth.

FRIENDS WITH KIDS Best friends 
since college, Jason (Adam Scott) 
and Julie (Jennifer Westfeldt) witness 
the misery that seems to dominate 
the lives of their wedded pals who 
have babies—Leslie and Alex (Maya 
Rudolph and Chris O'Dowd), and Missy 
and Ben (Kristen Wiig and Jon Hamm, 
Westfeldt's longtime partner). So close 
that they call each other up at 4 a.m. 
to compare notes on the one-night 
stands sleeping beside them, the two 
late-thirtyish chums, who live in the 
same rent-stabilized Upper West Side 
apartment building, decide to make 
a kid the old-fashioned way—a one- 
time-only act—and raise him together 
but remain uncoupled and pursuing 
other bedmates. This unconventional 
arrangement will resolve convention¬ 
ally, of course, as per the immutable 
laws of romantic comedy, which regard 
single adults as scourges to be cured. 
But further hobbling the march to the 
inevitable that stunts Friends With 
Kids —Westfeldt's directorial debut 
and her third film as writer/producer/ 
star—is the frequently weak dialogue 
and forced character epiphanies. Even 
more to its detriment. Friends With Kids 
will remind you of the cast's earlier 
efforts, namely Westfeldt's uneven but 
still tart and precise Kissing Jessica 
Stein (2001) and Bridesmaids. The four 
battle-weary parents in FWK are played 
by actors from that broad studio com¬ 
edy, which nonetheless conveyed hilar¬ 
ious insight into the horrors of parent¬ 
ing, living single, and settling down— 
qualities missing from Westfeldt's 
small-scale, "indie-personal" film. (R)

THE HUNGER GAMES A withering 
indictment of endless spectacle, 
the first volume of Suzanne Collins' 
astronomically successful dystopic YA 
trilogy was inspired, she has said, by 
flipping the channels from a reality-TV 
show to footage of the Iraq war. Most 
of her critique, then, is compromised 
by the very existence of this big-screen 
transfer, itself the most anticipated 
spectacle of the spring. Set in an 
unspecified, postapocalyptic future. 

The Hunger Games takes place in a 
nation constructed out of the ruins of 
North America and consisting of 12 
impoverished districts and the pros¬ 
perous Capitol. As punishment for an 
earlier uprising, the Capitol demands 
that one boy and one girl between the 
ages of 12 and 18 from each district be 


selected via annual lottery to partici¬ 
pate in the Hunger Games. Now in its 
74th edition, this televised pageant of 
nonstop gore documents the randomly 
drawn teenagers killing each other 
until only one remains. Representing 
District 12 is "tribute" Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence), a flinty 16-year-old 
who recalls the actress' role in Winter's 
Bone. For the film's most difficult visual 
challenge—depicting the unrelenting 
violence of the source—director Gary 
Ross and cinematographer Tom Stern 
smartly deploy rapid cuts and quick 
shots of the aftermath of the kid-on- 
kid savagery. Although the film moves 
briskly and compellingly, it can't match 
the fury of the book, in which Collins 
astringently articulates her anger at a 
culture—ours—indifferent to inequity 
and war and besotted with its own stu¬ 
pidity. With the focus too much on high- 
tech gimmickry, that rage and despair 
are diluted here. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

JIRO DREAMS OF SUSHI Tucked 
away in the basement of a Tokyo office 
building, in a drab corridor attached 
to a subway station, the restaurant 
Sukiyabashi Jiro seats only a handful, 
boasts three Michelin stars, and is 
presided over by renowned 85-year- 
old sushi chef Jiro Ono. For tens of 
thousands of yen, you can get a taste of 
the craft he has been tirelessly honing 
since the age of 10. This is, of course, 
a calculus apt to explode the mind of 
even the most casual gourmand, and 
the foodie set is well taken care of in 
director David Gelb's portrait, which 
includes the effusions of a Japanese 
food critic, dutifully nods to the over¬ 
fishing problem, and presents, with no 
small amount of pomp, the outlandishly 
photogenic omakase. Happily, the 
main focus is on the labor, not just its 
fruits. Gelb documents many of Jiro's 
unorthodox methods in the kitchen—no 
family secrets here; just processes 
so cost-inefficient few would dare 
to replicate them. Significant screen 
time goes as well to Jiro's relationship 
with his sons: Yoshikazu, the oldest, is 
in line to take the reins at his father's 
original glorified-supply-room loca¬ 
tion, while the younger Takashi has 
opened a separate (more apparently 
laid-back) branch in Roppongi Hills. 

The best scenes, though, are windows 
onto the other professional associa¬ 
tions the exacting (but far from humor¬ 
less) shokunin has cultivated over the 
years—with "antiestablishment" fish 
and rice dealers, and with his kitchen 
staff, whose grueling apprenticeship 
begins with the painful preparation of 
hot towels. Gelb might flit around a bit 
too much, but his appealing documen¬ 
tary always comes back to its subject's 
determination (sometimes overbearing) 
to leave the most meaningful possible 
legacy to his family and his craft. (PG)

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film 
from Jean-Pierre and Luc Dardenne, 
Cyril (Thomas Doret), a scrappy 11-year- 
old living in an urban orphanage, flees 
school in an attempt to track down 
both his deadbeat dad (Jeremie Renier) 
and the bike he left at his dad's house. 
On the lam, Cyril carelessly crashes 
into Samantha (Cecile de France), a 
hairdresser with a shop in Dad's former 
neighborhood, and impulsively asks 
her to be his foster mom. In what plays 
within the Dardennes' understated 
naturalism as a shocking twist, she 
agrees. This tentative new family is 
threatened when Cyril, desperate 
for male mentorship, falls prey to the 
manipulations of Wes (Egon Di Mateo), 
a slick teenage thug. The second half 
of the film consists of a fight for Cyril's 
soul, with the straight-and-narrow 
Samantha on one side and the marginal 
milieu of Wes' gang, who lures Cyril into 
the forest on the outskirts of town, on 
the other. In placing an unformed boy 
in limbo between an angelic godmother 
and wolves in the woods. The Kid With 
a Bike becomes a fairy tale. It seems 
to unfold in a different world than that 
of previous Dardenne films, one with a 
wider range of spiritual and practical 
possibilities. It's set in the summer, the 
T-shirted boy moving against a palette 
of primary colors and hazy, warm 
light—the vibe is hopeful. It's still a ver¬ 
sion of the filmmakers' constant inquiry 
into moral consciousness but on a new 
path and with a new destination—a 
tentative happy ending. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

THE LUCKY ONE The Lucky One is the 
seventh movie based on a Nicholas 
Sparks book—two more are currently 
in pre-production—and, well, it's no 
Notebook. In fact, it's the most leaden 
of the bunch. Zac Efron stars as U.S. 
Marine Sergeant Logan Thibault, who's 
on his third tour of Iraq as the film 
opens. After a firefight, Logan is rest¬ 
ing by a truck when something in the 
dirt catches his eye: a photo of pretty 
girl standing near a lighthouse. Just 
as Logan walks over to pick it up, a 
mortar round blows up his truck. Close 
call! That photo becomes Logan's lucky 
charm, and when his tour ends, he sets 
out to find the girl. Faster than you can 
say Google, Logan locates the light¬ 
house in Louisiana, and soon enough 
is shaking hands with Beth (Taylor 
Schilling), his blond talisman. Love 
stories of this type are all about failed 
communication, and so it is that before 
he can explain about the photo, Beth 
has mistaken Logan for a job applicant, 
and hired him to work at the gorgeous, 
farm-like pet kennel she runs with the 
grandmother who raised her (Blythe 
Danner). Lust does eventually win out, 
Efron's shirt finally (!) comes off and he 
and Schilling feign PG-13 ecstasy. But 
no amount of back arching can make us 
believe there's real heat rising between 
these two. Dnscreen chemistry between 
actors is a mysterious thing—100 years 
into cinema, it remains the one story 
element that Flollywood can't fake. {PG- 
13) Chuck Wilson. Countywide. 

MARLEY Thoroughly researched and 
packed with phenomenal archival foot¬ 
age, Kevin Macdonald's documentary 
on the reggae and Rasta emissary, who 
died of cancer in 1981 at 36, avoids 
(until the closing credits) oversimpli¬ 
fied one-love-praise-Jah sloganeering. 
Marley is a rousing tribute to a mes¬ 
merizing performer that forgoes blind 
hero worship. Macdonald interviews 
60 people on three different continents, 
many of whom remain entranced by 
the singer's talent and charisma. But a 
few harbor resentment: Long-reclusive 
Bunny Wailer, Marley's bandmate in the 
Wailers from 1963-74, still bristles when 


recalling Bob's willingness to go along 
with Island Records founder Chris 
Blackwell's "exploitative" practices. 
Dthers refuse to take the bait. When 
Rita Marley is asked how she felt about 
her husband's infidelities—Bob had 11 
children from seven different relation¬ 
ships—she smiles and notes that she 
had loftier matters to consider. "It was 
like an evangelical campaign," she says 
of touring with her spouse as a member 
his all-female backup group. The film's 
most fascinating talking head, Rita also 
has perplexing thoughts on Bob's bira- 
cial makeup. Df the melanoma found on 
her husband's toe in 1977, she avows "it 
was the whiteness in him" that caused 
it. Whiteness, in a way, did bedevil 
Marley, who was always puzzled by 
the lack of black audience members at 
his sold-out concerts, especially in the 
U.S. Yet footage of Marley performing 
reveals the fervor of the "evangelical 
campaign" Rita remembers. Dnstage, 
Marley is transcendent, enraptured. 

The mood is mystical, never mellow.

MIRROR MIRROR The fairy-tale movie 
is "trending" at present, with promise 
of all sorts of bandwagoning rubbish to 
come, but Mirror Mirror, one of 2012's 
two Snow White films, is an enjoyable 
exception. This is because director 
Tarsem Singh is no mere follower, hav¬ 
ing done extravagant work in the realm 
of pure fantasy for some time—most 
successfully in 2006's feverish bedtime 
story. The Fall. Flere, the familiar tale is 
retold with concessions to feminist self- 
determination and camp humor, bend¬ 
ing the Grimm Brothers' tale without 
infringing on its basic beauty. The wid¬ 
owed evil queen (Julia Roberts) is an 
aging diva, spurred to great bitchiness 
by the eclipsing beauty of her loathed 
stepdaughter. Snow White (Lily Collins). 
The queen's creeping jealousy turns 
homicidal with the arrival of a mar¬ 
riageable prince (Armie Flammer) in her 
oppressed, eternally snowbound king¬ 
dom, who falls for Snow instead of the 
queen. Singh can always be counted 
on for his opulent imagination, and this 
is no exception—the queen's court 
is a mishmash of royal grandiosities, 
Venice-meets-Louis XV-meets-luxury 
hotel lobby. The director also reveals a 
heretofore unexplored knack for broad 
comedy in the patter between Roberts 
and Nathan Lane's lickspittle valet, 
with the Seven Dwarfs performers 
proving America's surfeit of fine little- 
person actors. (PG) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

MONSIEUR LAZHAR A blanket of 
white covers Montreal inside and out 
in Monsieur Lazhar, the understated, 
affecting Canadian drama recently 
nominated for a Best Foreign Film 
Dscar. The schoolyard where Alice 
(Sophie Nelisse) and Simon (Emilien 
Neron) exchange their usual morning 
jabs is capped with snow, and their 
classroom is filled with bright winter 
light. Within the first minutes of the film, 
the brisk, clean-aired comfort of that 
light is cut by an incongruous moment 
of darkness, and the rest of writer/ 
director Philippe Falardeau's fourth fea¬ 
ture charts the resulting wave of grief 
as it breaks across a school community. 
Alice and Simon's class gets a new 
coat of paint and a new teacher—the 
monsieur of the title (Mohamed Fellag), 
a mysterious Algerian emigrant—as 
the school attempts to cope (with an 
incident I'd rather not give away). 
Falardeau meshes Lazhar's secrets and 
the hidden turbulence of the situation 
he has stepped into with a sensitivity 
that lifts the story out of refugee cliche. 
Nelisse, with her tough, Courtney Love 
puss, and Neron's portrayal of a boy's 
well-defended torment are extraordi¬ 


nary, as is the film's realization of the 
small, temporary world that surrounds 
them. Flitting upon that kind of specific¬ 
ity—of a moment and its emotion— 
makes for strong memories and a really 
great movie. (PG-13) Michelle Drange.

THE RAVEN At the height of his literary 
fame, Edgar Allan Poe, who popularized 
cryptography in his story "The Gold 
Bug," was so renowned as a code¬ 
breaker that his public would eagerly 
submit encoded messages for the writer 
to cipher. The Raven, which stars John 
Cusack as Poe, his goatee the least of 
the film's historical liberties, imagines 
a variation on this reader-meet-author 
game of wits. In Baltimore, 1849—the 
place and time of Poe's death—a 
serial killer puts out a challenge to the 
dissipated Poe, committing murders 
copycatted from his Tales, each crime 
scene containing a clue to string the 
author along to the next fresh atrocity. 
Poe's tenuous social position is glossed 
over—the screenplay, by Ben Livingston 
and Flannah Shakespeare, insists on 
making Poe just a regular lusty all- 
American fella at heart, overfond of a 
drink, perhaps, but committed to his pet 
raccoon, Carl (!), and to winning fair 
Emily Flamilton (Alice Eve), the belle of 
Baltimore, away from her wealthy but 
philistine father (Brendan Gleeson). 

All trace of Poe or his time is quickly 
lost. Director James McTeigue might 
have salvaged something by taking the 
trashiness of the material at face value, 
but instead delivers a film wedged 
uncomfortably between self-serious 
period-piece solemnity—Cusack is 
clearly committed to the part, but work¬ 
ing in a vacuum—and slavering sadism. 
(R) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

SAFE The pulpy scenarios change, but 
squinty action-hero Jason Statham 
remains chiseled, coiled, and ready to 
hurl himself into scores of grimacing 
baddies like a goddamn human can¬ 
nonball. In writer/director Boaz Yakin's 
Safe, a preposterously enjoyable—or 
enjoyably preposterous—action-thriller, 
Statham headlines as disgraced NYPD 
super-cop-turned-small-time-cage- 
fighter Luke, whose refusal to take 
a dive gets his wife murdered by the 
Russian mafia. Banished to a remorseful 
life of homeless shelters and paranoia, 
our chrome-domed badass crawls up 
from rock bottom for some vengeance 
(read: justification to open arteries all 
over Manhattan) when he stumbles 
upon the film's MacGuffin: a 10-year-old 
Chinese prodigy (Catherine Chan) who 
has memorized a valuable numeri¬ 
cal code. Protecting the young girl 
against a multifront underworld war of 
Russians, their Chinese Triad rivals, and 
the crooked-cop crew who tarnished 
his name for not taking payouts, Luke's 
self-imposed, redemptive mission fits 
snugly in his portrayer's cinematic 
wheelhouse—cracking skulls and then 
wise. The movie is neither as franchise- 
friendly as The Transporter nor as 
boorishly experimental as Crank: High 
Voltage, but Yakin's sleek, visually witty 
direction (a static, inside-the-car shot of 
a thug getting run over twice nabs two 
laughs) elevates his undeniably dopey 
script. (R) Aaron Flillis. Countywide. 

SALMON FISHING IN THE YEMEN The 
kind of benign, swooningly humanist 
crowd-pleaser Lasse Flallstrom (The 
Cider House Rules, Chocolat) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, 
possibly does), Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen mostly sacrifices the political 
satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, 
if strained, rom-com shenanigans. If 
you're not getting enough of that from 
network TV, this movie's for you. Salmon 
Fishing, which sets up its premise and 
expectations in the title, concerns 


London fisheries specialist Fred Jones 
(Ewan McGregor), who's tasked by 
the prime minister's flack (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) to export British salmon to a 
Yemeni river at the request of a sheikh 
(Amr Waked) with a jones for fly-fishing. 
The sheikh's real estate assistant (Emily 
Blunt) tags along to help and, in the 
process, entices the unhappily married 
Jones into romance and Flallstrom-ian 
self-actualization. The first section of 
the film deploys chipper barbs at the 
expense of career bureaucrats, which 
is funny and effective—Scott Thomas, 
who brings the raunch, is particularly 
good—but once McGregor and Blunt 
start dissecting their complicated 
feelings for each other, things turn 
unexpectedly dire. They're a ridicu¬ 
lously attractive and likable couple, but 
Flallstrom overwhelms them (and the 
lush Scottish and Moroccan locations, 
and us) with his customary brand of 
lightweight heavy-handedness. (PG-13)

THINK LIKE A MAN As 2009's dismal 
He's Just Not That Into You showed, 
about the only draw of movies based 
on relationship-advice books—bloated 
with plot thickets propelled by depress¬ 
ing heterosexual-coupling stratagems 
and counterattacks that would make 
even Sun Tzu weep with exhaustion—is 
watching a few talented performers 
make do with the worst. Based on 
Driginal King of Comedy and Family 
Feud host Steve Flarvey's self-help 
primer Act Like a Lady, Think Like a 
Man, this adaptation by Tim Story 
(Fantastic Four) often plays like a book 
on tape: The women characters, advis¬ 
ing one another about 90-day rules 
and "controlling the cookie," begin 
their lines with, "As Steve Flarvey says 
..." and the author himself (who also 
executive produced) frequently pops 
up, directly addressing the camera 
and quoting himself. When the male 
counterparts of four dyads—one 
long-term couple plus three sets of 
daters—realize their girlfriends have 
been putting Flarvey's words into action, 
they strike back with calculations of 
their own, the manipulations appar¬ 
ently laying the groundwork for fulfilling 
relationships based on trust and open 
communication. Enduring a day-long 
session of couples' therapy is more fun 
(and flies by faster) than this film, but 
relief is found whenever Michael Ealy, 
as a caterer trying to impress Taraji P. 
Flenson's class-conscious CED, and the 
redoubtable ham Jenifer Lewis, mother 
to a worshipful son, are on-screen. (PG- 
13) Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

THE THREE STOOGES For Bobby 
and Peter Farrelly, the low-comic 
connoisseurs whose brand name- 
establishing debut was 1994's Dumb 
and Dumber, this antic, dozen-years- 
in-the-making Three Stooges feature 
must be a labor of love tantamount to 
Mel Gibson filming his Passion. The 
Floly Trinity of knockabout numbskull 
comedy—fritz-haloed Larry, yipping 
lummox Curly, and bowl-cut fascist 
Moe—are introduced as they're 
ditched on the steps of an orphanage. 
Twenty-five years later, they've grown 
up to resemble, respectively, television 
comics Sean Flayes, Will Sasso, and 
Chris Diamantopoulos, unleashed on 
the unsuspecting world when the only 
home the unclaimed foundlings have 
known is threatened with foreclosure. 
The trusty old emergency-fundraising 
plot (see: the Farrellys' Kingpin) is just 
a handy rackto hang gags on, and the 
leads acquit themselves in the physical 
comedy, resurrecting shtick honed on 
a thousand-and-one vaudeville stages, 
and recreated in as many playgrounds. 
Never accused of being visual stylists, 
the Farrellys shoot with a straightfor¬ 
ward clarity that approximates the 


rudimentary, slightly-shabby feel of the 
Stooges short-subjects, while adding 
a little mushiness that's entirely their 
own. Beyond some CGI-augmented 
violence, the biggest concession to 
updating the Stooges for the 21st cen¬ 
tury is a subplot that lands Moe on a 
reality TV show, identifying the Stooges' 
contribution to our pop-culture as part 
of an ongoing tradition of tone-lowering 
public jackassery. (PG) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

TITANIC 3D A historical romance with 
a then-unheard-of price tag, James 
Cameron's 1997 Titanic was the nearest 
thing to a Gone with the Wind-style 
cinematic event that the millennials 
could call their own. Now Titanic has 
bobbed to the surface yet again in a 
3-D re-release, making a play for an 
audience that its original viewers baby¬ 
sat. Rewatching the affair between 
Kate Winslet's rebellious haute-monde 
refugee. Rose, and Leonardo DiCaprio's 
free-spirited steerage passenger. Jack 
(as in London), it's hard to find a line 
that might resonate across generations 
like a "Frankly, my dear, I don't give a 
damn." But the enormous success of 
Titanic didn't come through originality; 
it came from punching cliches across 
with a seldom-seen directness and 
sincerity that seemed pure of heart, 
old-fashioned, or plain corny, depend¬ 
ing on your perspective. CGI spectacle 
doesn't age gracefully, not even with a 
3-D facelift, so today. Titanic must float 
or sink on the enduring charisma of its 
young stars. What is most remarkable, 
viewed with the hindsight of nearly 15 
interceding years and almost as many 
torturous roles, is the sight of DiCaprio, 
famous bangs bounding as he runs 
through the ship's endless corridors, 
flashing a sharp little triangle of a 
mouth and actually smiling. You'll wish 
that DiCaprio's leap from matinee idol to 
Dur Serious Actor had not completely 
smothered his ability, wonderfully 
evident here, to convey simple joy. {PG- 
13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

WE HAVE A POPE Suitable entertain¬ 
ment for a Knights of Columbus fund¬ 
raiser, Nanni Moretti's We Have a Pope 
finds the Most Floly Father, wracked 
with self-doubt about his new posi¬ 
tion, on a walkabout in Rome. Actor/ 
writer/director Moretti's latest starts 
with broad physical comedy (a cardinal 
face-plants in the dark), introduces a 
potentially provocative idea—has the 
pope lost his faith? If so, why?—then 
stupefyingly pulls its punches until the 
closing minutes, when the film acknowl¬ 
edges in powerful but nonspecific 
terms, the staggering crises facing 
the Catholic Church. Moretti plays, 
in his typically overweening fashion, 
renowned psychoanalyst Bruzzi, sum¬ 
moned to aid the newly elected pontiff, 
Melville (Michel Piccoli), who screams 
"I can't do this!" right before he is to 
approach the balcony of the Vatican 
to greet his flock. Trying to determine 
the cause of his analysand's panic 
attack, the atheist shrink makes little 
progress in his first and only session 
with Melville, played for laughs, and it 
is decided that the pope should leave 
the Floly City to seek treatment with 
Bruzzi's ex-wife (Margherita Buy), also a 
psychoanalyst—who, like everyone else 
outside the conclave, is unaware that 
Melville is the newly elected pontiff. In 
Rome, Melville soon flees his handlers. 
Talking to himself on a city bus during 
his three-day absence from the Vatican, 
he strings together some thoughts about 
the church: "It's been hard to admit our 
faults." This mildest of barbs is cush¬ 
ioned further by the reactions of the 
pope's fellow travelers, who look kindly 
at the sweet, sympathetic, frail old 
man.

Great Western Wanderlust chugs its way to satisfaction

T here’s something distinctly Ameri¬ 
can about the road trip. Be it on a 
river (Huckleberry Finn), in a car 
(On the Road) or on foot (Into the Wild), 
the promise of the open road, of losing 
yourself in the desire to find yourself, is 
engrained in our collective literary con¬ 
sciousness. Most of those tales are highly 
romantic; protagonists may encounter 
obstacles and gut-checks, but when the 
dust settles, there’s usually something 
inspirational in its wake. 

That isn’t the case in local pla 5 rwright 
Eric Eberwein’s Great Western Wander¬ 
lust, in which a couple seeking to inject 
spice and adventure into a stultifying 
marriage embarks on a train ride from 
St. Louis to Los Angeles. But instead of 
insight and epic experience, this miser¬ 
able, uncomfortable journey forces the 
two to ask the toughest questions of their 
lives. And, as with all tough questions, 
there are no simple answers. 

Greg (David Pittman) and Kristi (Karen 
O’Hanlon) are in their mid-30s. He’s a dull, 
St. Louis-area insurance salesman who pre¬ 
fers golf and fantasizing about Jessica Alba. 
She is his sexually frustrated wife who’s 
desperately tired of life in the Midwest. 

A brochure touting a trip into the wild, 
untamed West is just the hammer, she feels, 
to break them out of their placid routine. 

Unfortunately, the train is apparently 
the worst in Amtrak’s arsenal: under¬ 
cooked chicken sandwiches, no air con¬ 
ditioning, an unruly rabble and sweaty 
vagabonds. As the train inches farther 
into the American West, through the 
god-forsaken dirt of west Texas (truly the 
worst stretch of American soil) and the 
blazing heat of Arizona, Kristi’s dream 


The lack of production values wounds 
Eberwein’s script, but not mortally. 
Though it takes a while to warm up to 
the main characters—they begin as rather 
unlikeable types who whine too much—by 
play’s end, it’s easy to get invested in their 
stories. Neither Pittman or O’Hanlon 
seems to have created fully dimensional 
characters, but each absolutely nails the 
sense of life passing one by and the grow¬ 
ing realization that perhaps each has cho¬ 
sen the wrong partner for that journey. 

In the supporting roles, Michael J. 
Keeney does yeoman work playing mul¬ 
tiple characters, each imbued with an 
intensity that most of the other actors 
lack, with the notable exception of 
Patrick Peterson’s youthful Bryce, who 
fulfills the time-honored role of hustler- 
turned-muse. 

While not a gracefully executed pro¬ 
duction, it’s gratifying to see a theater 
that helped build itself on original plays 
once again rolling the dice on a main- 
stage production by a local writer. And 
it’s especially gratifying to see Eberwein 
is that writer. He has been creating new 
plays and facilitating new play develop¬ 
ment in the county for nearly 20 years. In 
August, he’ll once again help Chapman 
University professor Tamiko Washington 
in her second OC-Centric New Play Ees- 
tival, which will include one full-length 
and four one-act plays by local writ¬ 
ers. Along with the Maverick Theater’s 
recent production of Nathan Makaryk’s 
re-tooled version of Robin Hood and 
STAGEStheatre’s current production of 
Amanda DeMaio’s Unrelenting Relax¬ 
ation, it’s clear OC-based writers have 
something to say and, equally important, 
that there are venues willing to provide 
them the space to be heard.

of re-igniting the passion in 
her marriage slowly turns into 
a nightmare. By the time the 
land of Oz (in this case, the 
Pacific Ocean) is reached, it’s 
clear the issue of their mar¬ 
riage lasting is less important 
than if they can hold on to 
their sanity. 

In typical road-trip fare, a 
collection of eccentric char¬ 
acters pops up: a young, Walt 
Whitman-reading hustler 
fieeing his past in Salinas; 
an intense biker-like couple 
from the garden spot of Indio; 
a conductor who apparently 
took his customer-service tips 
from Charon on a journey 
across the Styx. 

The strength in Eberwein’s 
writing is his skillful blend of 
harsh reality and undeniably 
poetic passages. The juxtaposi¬ 
tion of this train ride through 
a boring stretch of human hell 
with the stirring poetry (both 
his and Whitman’s) punctuates the frus¬ 
tration of wanting to wring joy and sensa¬ 
tion from a life that may already be dry. 
The weakness lies in structure and an off- 
center first act. The play is a series of very 
short scenes, each of them ending in black¬ 
outs, which keep the play from generat¬ 
ing momentum. Characters periodically 
manifest as a chorus of sorts, commenting 
on the journey or offering insights, but 
we’re never sure who those characters are. 
And the first act, which seems overly pre¬ 
occupied with Greg’s and Kristi’s sex lives, 
suffers from a lack of genuine dramatic 


tension. The train gets moving in the sec¬ 
ond act, when the introduction of ancillary 
characters seems less contrived and we 
finally get a sense of who Greg and Kristi 
are—or aren’t—beyond their sputtering 
attempts at screwing. 

Director Anthony Gallegan doesn’t do a 
great deal to help move Eberwein’s words 
forward. There is no aesthetic to this pro¬ 
duction-no set to speak of, no auditory 
or visual sensation to help convey the 
sense that we are on a train. And the fre¬ 
quent use of clunky black-outs adds to the 
production’s shapeless vagueness.

Riding the Chill Wave 


Washed Out swims against the currents of hype and growing pains

W ashed Out might be the most 
perfect band name ever. In 
two simple words, it captures 
the gist of Ernest Greene’s music. Bright, 
explosive hues could have easily ruled 
his synth-driven pop, but he takes a dif¬ 
ferent tack, toning down his songs by 
immersing them in liquidlike reverb. His 
sound is wrapped in a chewed-up, low- 
key feel that turns sunny melodies blurry 
and ambient. All those muted hues give 
it a sense of sleepy, distant nostalgia. 
Washed Out is such a fitting name, in 
fact, that if you added “pop” right after 
it, the phrase could be a good substitute 
for chill wave, the blog-bred subgenre 
Washed Out and contemporaries such 
as Neon Indian, Small Black, and Toro Y 
Moi have been linked to since late 2009. 
But whether or not it emerged as part of 
a trend, Greene’s material is fascinating. 

Back when he was in high school, the 
now-Georgia-based musician messed 
around with jazz, doing such experi¬ 
ments as creating a backing track, loop¬ 
ing it onto a cassette, then playing over 
it. In college, he tinkered with instru¬ 
mental hip-hop. Eventually, he landed 
on more structured pop, which aped 
such personal favorites as Radiohead. 
Then, in 2009, he made some songs in 
his bedroom using a mic and electronic 
equipment, posting them on MySpace 
under the name Washed Out. His initial 
profile boost came when a London-based 
blog titled No Pain In Pop spied Washed 
Out on the MySpace friends list of Toro 
Y Moi (another band it was very inter¬ 


ested in) and decided to cover Greene’s 
bedroom baby. That inspired other 
bloggers to do the same, and soon, email 
after email tumbled into Greene’s inbox. 
“Over the course of a month or so, I went 
from relative obscurity to having blogs 
write about the songs on a daily basis,” 
he says. “I had maybe, like, 80 friends 
on MySpace, and within a month, it was 
probably 1,000.” Soon, the buzz trans¬ 
lated into invitations to perform live. He 
turned the shows down at first, but that 
changed as his self-confidence increased 
and the offers became too good to deny. 

Greene is in a different place now. 
While he doesn’t feel “established,” he’s 
not exactly a fledgling. He has toured 
extensively with a backing band, signed 
to Sub Pop Records (who released last 
year’s Within and Without), and lent “Feel 
It All Around” to IFC as the theme for 
Portlandia, the channel’s hipster-mocking 
TV series. He has even flirted with mak¬ 
ing hip-hop instrumentals again, thanks 
to an offer from a producer searching for 
some weirder beats for Jay-Z. Although 
Greene has not taken said offer, he still 
seems interested in the possibility. 

His first full-length. Within and With¬ 
out is a different beast from past Washed 
Out releases. This record is more about 
a singular vision, says Greene, in con¬ 
trast with EPs Life of Leisure and High 
Times, which were simpler collections 
of songs. The EPs were also largely 
sample-based, drawing from what he 
calls “cosmic disco” of the late ’70s and 
early ’80s; only some 5 percent of Within 


is rooted in samples. Most of the album 
has come from Greene sitting in front of 
a synthesizer or piano and writing songs 
traditionally. His goal was to condense 
more obscure ambient and dance-heavy 
sounds into straightforward pop struc¬ 
tures; “Soft” exhibits this idea. Greene 
could have made the track “sound- 
scapey” and 10 minutes long, he says, 
but the final product stretches about half 
that time. “I felt a little pressure,” he 
says of the record, “and was just gener¬ 
ally a little bit more analytical and prob¬ 
ably overthought things a little bit.” 

It’s tough to gauge where Washed Out 
will go from here in terms of commer¬ 
cial success and stylistic direction. And 
Greene is still trying to discern his own 
ambitions. “I know there is sort of a gen¬ 
eral kind of concept around Washed Out,” 
he says. “When I started writing this new 
record, I was trying to do some things 
that were a lot different. I really liked the 
material, but it really just didn’t sound like 
Washed Out. With material like that, I’ve 
always considered putting it out under a 
different name or something like that.” 

In the end, however, he decided against 
it. “For me, it’s just [about] embracing 
where I’m at [at] the moment,” he says, “ 
and hoping that people understand it and 
are along for the ride.”

Suburban Legends 

L ongtime Orange County ska outfit and 
Disneyland's favorite choreographed 
band-with-horns Suburban Legends have 
been looking for locals to open for them 
at their upcoming album-release show at 
Chain Reaction. Day Job, the latest from 
these fun-loving guys, is nearly four years 
coming, and its entirely self-recorded, 
straight OC-ska sound is breathing new 
life into a scene that, by all accounts, 
peaked 15 years ago. 

We sat down with Suburban Legends 
guitarist Brian Klemm to ask for his and 
his fun-loving bandmates' thoughts on 
building their own recording studio, 
experimenting with pop music and 
comic-book geekery. 

OC Weekly; What are your crowds like 
when you tour today? 

Brian Klemm: There is a good mix of 
old and new fans. There are a lot of fans 
who were our fans a long time ago and left 
when we did a pop album [2007's Infec¬ 
tious] but are coming back because of the 
new album. We also have a lot of people 
who hear about us through our Disney 
performances and now are really into the 
genre as a whole. 

But this new album is bringing back a lot 
of your original supporters? 

Yeah, the one we just released is a pure 
ska record.... Some ska kids are already 
saying this is their favorite album of the 
year, and that feels great. We're really 
fortunate they're giving us another chance 
and another listen. 

Why did it take so long to come out? 

We decided to do a ska record and take 
our time with it, and we feel really good 
about the fact we did it right_We origi¬ 

nally recorded some stuff with a buddy, 
but we ended up building a studio in our 
warehouse practice space and rerecord¬ 
ing everything ourselves. Dur singer 
[Vince Walker] was getting really into 
engineering, and that made it easier to do 
the production all in-house. 

Do you think you had to go through the 
pop phase to arrive back at the ska sound? 

Yeah, because it makes you realize how 
awesome your fan base is and helps you 
not be ashamed of being a ska band. 

Would you say that there is a resur¬ 
gence going on? 

It's not necessarily a resurgence 
because it never really left, but I think 
people are starting to care again. 

You're all big nerds, too, right? 

Yeah, the whole band is, but I'm more of

When you actu¬ 
ally film it, though, it’s always awkward. 

Who came up with the concept of having 
people register to vote?

Your vote for 
president doesn’t really matter at all, but 
you should be aware of your local and 
state politics. I don’t know whose idea 
that was, though.

C ountless Thousands guitarist Danger 
Van Gorder calls the sound "enthusiastic 
rock," an aesthetic created in response to all 
those bored-looking rock-scene kids play¬ 
ing SoCal stages around his native Garden 
Grove up to the Sunset Strip near where he's 
relocated (here's looking at you, Foster the 
People). He and bassist Davey Munch and 
drummer Jonathan David are just happy to 
be playing music—and the self-professed 
nerds aren't too cool to show it. Last year's 
aptly titled debut LP, l/l/e're Just Really 
Excited to Be Here, is, if nothing else, a testa¬ 
ment to that attitude. 

OC Weekly; So you guys got together on 
Craigslist. That's always a crapshoot What 
are some music-related Craigslist horror 
stories you've lived through? 

Danger Van Gorder: There's a quiet, 
spiritual horror in repeatedly meeting and 
inwardly cringing at unskilled musicians. 
Being the dude who has to say, "No, thanks" 
a dozen times absolutely blows. I got lucky, 
though; there were no cokeheads or unex¬ 
plained knives, and only the one fella who 
turned out to be 59 years old. 

You've gone through several drummers 
and bassists putting this project together. 
Why are you so hard to work with ? 

There comes a point when people realize 
exactly how dedicated I am to making music 
my career, and that is the precise point at 
which the lesser of them bail. For a number 
of years, I managed to only meet musicians 
who played music because it made them feel 
cool and worthwhile and sexable, and my 
natural wide-eyed faith in humankind tended 
to blind me to their innate douchiness. 

You've said the musical common ground 


for the band is a pirate shanty. Please explain. 

It was the first song we wrote after Jon 
had joined the band, and it spoke to all our 
innate nerdiness. What's cooler than a 
revenge song? A revenge song with fuck¬ 
ing pirates. We just want to tell stories, and 
while our subject matter may occasionally be 
ridiculous, we will always respect the story 
and engage it with enthusiasm. Irony is so 
banal these days, anyway, so hopefully, our 
angle will catch on. 

You refer to your style as "enthusiastic 
rock." What's that about? 

Enthusiasm is absolutely our most defining 
characteristic, and "enthusiastic rock music" 
instantly lets people know the tone of the 
band without pigeonholing us. We all bring so 
many different schools of music to the table, 
but our repertoire is nevertheless cohesive 
and uniquely identifiable when given that 
theme. Plus, it's awesome to see the intrigue 
strike people when we are described as 
such. Makes them interested. Branding. 

So, then, who's your antithesis? Who's the 
boredest-sounding band out there? 

I love this question, just for the subtext of 
"Whose fans do you want to make enemies 
out of?" But I am an honest man... therefore 
I'll concede that when I first heard "Pumped 
Up Kicks" by Foster the People, the room 
went cold and my vision narrowed. "Our 
battle shall be legend," I thought, and leaped 
into the moonlit city streets. 

Which records made you want to play the 
kind of music that you play? 

When I was a kid, Tony Hawk's Pro Skater 
PlayStation game had a soundtrack that was 
unlike anything I'd ever heard before. Goldfin- 
ger's Hang Ups was the \NQr\6 beater for me. 
Then in high school, I discovered the Weaker- 
thans' masterpiece Left&Leaving, an album 
so lyrically profound and evocative that my 
understanding of rock became inverted—it is 
a landmark of storytelling in music, something 
I will forever hopelessly slouch toward in my 
own creativity. Maybe it's too bad I never 
inherited their subtlety, but I guess I'm just too 
jittery. One of my many faults.

Msy I Film S Cop in Public? short answer is yes. In California, you are allowed to film or audiotape police officers in their official duty, as long as you 

are in public and don't interfere with them. However, there are several dynamics of which you must be aware. While you 
can lawfully film a police officer carrying out his or her duties in public, they are not fans of the limelight. If given the chance, a police officer will use the excuse of being 
concerned for "officer safety" to prevent you from filming. 

To avoid this, give the officer some space! Keep a good 10 yards—minimum—between yourself and the action. The more space you keep between you and the police, the less attention you will 
draw and, in turn, the police will have fewer real or fabricated concerns for "officer safety." Furthermore, do not violate any laws while filming. For example, do not block a public sidewalk or walk 
into a street, or not only will your directorial debut come to an untimely end, but you could also become the focus of some unwanted police scrutiny for any infractions they witness. 

Put simply, if you want to film the police, you are lawfully allowed to do so, if you follow the above guidelines. If you want to film the police and not be harassed by them for doing so, be the pro¬

I am a straight, 29-year-old guy, and I've been 
into ball busting—having my balls kicked and 
stomped—since I was 14. The fucked-up thing 
is, I only enjoy getting my balls busted by other 
guys. I've been hit in the balls by girls, and it 
doesn't do anything for me. I thought I might 
be bisexual, since I want guys to kick me in the 
balls, but I don't get turned on by the idea of 
sucking cock or getting fucked by a guy. Only 
ball busting with a guy turns me on. 

I've tried getting busted by girls, watching 
videos of girls kicking men in the balls, etc., but I 
never even get hard from it. Sometimes I'll see a 
good-looking guy on the street, and I'll get hard 
just thinking about his feet kicking my balls. In 
fact, while sitting here writing this question to 
you. I'm hard because you're a good-looking guy, 
and I'd love to have you kick my balls. 

In my current relationship. I've snuck out and 
met with guys I've found online to have my balls 
busted. It feels like I'm leading a double life, but 
I don't know what to do. I've thought of trying 
a relationship with a guy, but I don't know how 
that would work since I'm really not into having 
any kind of sex with a guy—just ball busting. 

I've tried to subdue my urges to get my balls 
busted, but I can't. I seem to need to get it every 
couple of months, otherwise I get stir-crazy. I'm 
confused and really just don't know what to 
do about it. I was hoping you might have some 
advice or insight to explain why my brain is so 
messed up about all this and what I can do. 

Balls Smashed To Death 

At the risk of my inbox filling with angry 
emails—a risk I run on a weekly basis—I’m 
gonna quote the late psychologist and sexolo¬ 
gist John Money. He was wrong about a lot of 
things, from gender being socially constructed 
to “affectional pedophilia” being harmless, but 
Money was on to something when he wrote 
about paraphilias, a.k.a. kinks. 

“A wide range of sexuoerotic diversity has its 
counterpart in the diversity of languages histor¬ 
ically manifested in the human species,” Money 
wrote in his book Lovemaps: Clinical Concepts 
of Sexual/Erotic Health and Pathology, Para¬ 
philia, and Gender Transposition in Childhood, 
Adolescence, and Maturity. “[Sexual] diversity 
may be an inevitable evolutionary trade-off— 
the price paid for the freeing of the primate 
brain to develop its uniquely human genesis of 
syntactical speech and creative intelligence.” 

So why does having your balls busted by 
other dudes turn you on when you’re not even 
remotely interested in other dudes romanti¬ 
cally or sexually? No idea. We simply don’t 
know why a person has this, that, or the other 
kink, and almost everyone has at least one sex¬ 
ual interest that is seen as kinky by those who 
don’t share it. But it probably has something to 
do with your big, complex brain and the way it 
makes big, abstract, sometimes seemingly ran¬ 
dom connections—the kind of connections that 
lead to syntactical speech, creative intelligence 
and crazy-ass kinks. 

So take comfort: The fact that you have this 
kink isn’t proof there’s something wrong with 
you. It’s proof you’re human. 

Which is not to say a kink like yours is easily 
incorporated into a person’s sex life. As one sex 
researcher I shared your letter with put it, your 
kink involves an “override” of your usual erotic 
“target interest,” i.e., women. While that kind 
of override is not unheard of, it’s not something 
that’s easily explained to a girlfriend. And as 
your encounters with other men pose no physi¬ 
cal risk to your female partners (you’re not 
exactly gonna catch an STI getting kicked in 
the nuts), you can certainly justify getting your 
balls busted on the DL. But secret double lives 
are stressful, and most people leading them 
eventually get found out. And when your girl¬ 
friend inevitably stumbles over—read: snoops 
and finds—evidence that you’ve been sneaking

around behind her back with other men, you 
won’t be explaining just your kink to her, but 
your betrayal, too. 

So is there anything you can do about 
your kink? 

“These problems are often highly treatable,” 
said Dr. Paul Fedoroff, who is a neuropsychia¬ 
trist, a forensic psychiatrist and the director of 
the Sexual Behaviors Clinic at the Royal Ottawa 
Mental Health Centre. “Typically a low-dose 
SSRI works magic.” 

SSRIs, or “selective serotonin reuptake 
inhibitors,” are drugs that are usually pre¬ 
scribed as antidepressants. SSRIs can crater 
a person’s libido, as is commonly known, but 
they can also, according to Fedoroff, help 
overcome an unwanted sexual interest or com¬ 
pulsion. “I had one patient who used to tie his 
testes with rope, and then hit them with a ham¬ 
mer,” said Fedoroff. “He was referred to me by 
a urologist when he asked for surgical castra¬ 
tion. I prescribed an SSRI, and a month later, 
he told me, ‘That [was] the craziest idea I ever 
had.’ He had no further interest in ‘ball bust¬ 
ing’ and said his life would have been different 
if he had found this medication earlier.” 

Fedoroff also had some thoughts about why 
you want to do this with men. 

“The last time I saw a case like this was 
about four hours ago,” said Fedoroff. “This 
was a 50-year-old, highly successful busi¬ 
nessman, a lifelong heterosexual who self- 
described as ‘dominant’ with women, [yet 
he was] advertising on the Internet to find 
men he could perform oral sex on.” For some 
straight men, “being dominated by another 
man provides more ‘humiliation’ than being 
dominated by a woman.” 

Fedoroff isn’t the only doctor out there med¬ 
icating kinksters. In his absolutely terrific book 
The Other Side of Desire (which is where I first 
ran across that John Money quote), journalist 
Daniel Bergner profiles a foot fetishist so para¬ 
lyzed by shame that he seeks treatment from a 
shrink who prescribes him a drug that “cures” 
him. The drug? The “lust-obliterating” Lupron, 
an antiandrogen that is sometimes used to 
“chemically castrate” sex offenders. 

Now, I’m generally a fan of Western medi¬ 
cine-prescription drugs, invasive procedures, 
hospital-cafeteria Jell-O—but I think taking 
SSRIs or chemically castrating yourself to sup¬ 
press an urge to get kicked in the balls six times 
per year... well, that’s even more extreme 
than your kink. You would be better advised, in 
my opinion, to accept both your kink and your 
contradictions. Yes, your kink will probably 
shock even those women who have a few kinks 
of their own. But if you present your kink to 
your girlfriends as just one fun, crazy, weird, 
hard-to-explain-but-endearingly-quirky aspect 
of your sexual expression, they’re likelier to 
react to it positively. And if you look for women 
in the fetish/BDSM scene—where straight men 
are sometimes known to engage in S/M play 
with one another—your chances are better 
of finding an open-minded woman who isn’t 
threatened by your kinks. 

You might find a woman who wants to watch. 

Finally, another sex researcher urged me to 
urge you to bank/freeze some of your sperm 
in case you wind up busting your balls, like, 
permanently. Your nuts can take only so much 
abuse—people have ruptured and even lost 
testicles when ball busting or sack tapping or 
when CBT went too far. (It can even kill you: 
tinyurl.com/bustedballs.) As it doesn’t take a 
lot of force to make a guy feel like his balls have 
been “busted,” ask your ball-busting buddies to 
pull those punches, kicks and stomps.
